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WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 


THE DEMOCRATS REVIVE THE KEL- 
LOGG CONTROVERSY. 

A SHARP DEBATE IN THE SENATE, DURING 
WHICH MR. KELLOGG ANSWERS GIS TRA- 
DUCERS — THE ELECTORAL COUNT 
SCHEME LIKELY TO BE AGAIN PUSHED— 
MR. £PRINGER’S APPORTIONMENT BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—For some time it 
has been said that the Democrats most bitterly 
opposed to Senator Kellogg, including Mr. 

Saulsbury and Mr, Hill, would in some way 

bring the Kellogg case before the Senate this 

session, notwithstanding their knowledge that 
prominent Democrats would not support them. 

Senator Saulsbury announced before the re- 

cess his intention to ask the Senate to take up 

the committee’s resolutions, but he has not yet 
made this request. An attempt was made to- 
day to revive the case in a novel way. 

Senator Jonas, of Louisiana, presented the 

memorial of W. J. Moore, of New- 

Orleans, who asserts in it that, while 

pn member of the Packard Legislature, he was 

bribed by Kellogg to vote for him, and asks to 
be examined by the Senate Committee on 

Privileges and Elections. Mr. Jonas asked 

that the memorial be sent to that committee. 

Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin, desired first to see 

whether Moore had notalready been examined 

by that committee concerning the matter of 
bribery. Mr. Hill, of Georgia, then cautiously 
touched the subject by remarking that he 
should hesitate to reopen the case 
on such testimony. Mr. Logan wanted 
to know when the case was to be finally 
decided. It had been referred to the com- 
mittee again and again. Now came a 


memorial in which a man published himself to 
the Senate and the world as a scoundrel and 
villain, and coolly asked the Senate to examine 
him for the purpose of discovering whether or 
not he ought to bein the penitentiary. Mr. 
Kellogg was absent when the debate bégan 
but he was summoned to the chamber and 
reached his seat while Mr. Logan was speak- 
ing. He at once took the floor, and de- 
nounced Moore. ‘If he says that ne ever 
received one cent from me,’’ he exclaimed, 
he lies. If he swears to it, he has perjured 
himself, and I will undertake to prove it by a 
thousand citizens. I wiil prove that he isa 
black-mailer and a thief.”” He added that 
Moore had recently been discharged from the 
New-Orleans Custom-house for stealing, and 
that he had thereupon told the Collector that 
unless he reappointed him he would send such 
a memorial to the Senate. He had been offer- 
ing to sell himself to the Democrats. 
Before the committee, Moore had testi- 
fied that the election had been fair, so far 
as he knew, but the Democrats thought that 
they had impeached his testimeny. Now, 
however, they were willing to use him. He 
did not object to an investigation, and he 
would be astonished if he could not impeach 
Moore by a thousand witnesses from New-Or- 
jeans. Mr. Hill then «aid that it would take 
very strong testimony to induce him to reopen 
the case, but Moore’s testimony deserved ex- 
amination. Moore had been turned out of 
the Custom-house oace before, and had 
been reappointed lecause he threatened 
to become a _ vitness against Kel- 
logg. Before the committee he appeared 
to be one of the most respectable of Kellogg’s 
witnesses, and Kellogg had then defended his 
character. Now hesaid that he was a liar and 
a thief, and that he could prove it by a thou- 
sand witnesses. Moore appeared now to bea 
good specimen of Kellogg’s supporters. Many 
members of the Packard Legislature had 
sworn to the committee that they had been 
bribed. This statement was promptly con- 
tradicted by Mr. Kellogg, who was reading 
Moore’s memorial. Mr. Hill interrupted 
Mr. Kellogg and was called to _ or- 
der. The debate then turned for a short 
time to the nature of the hearing before the 
committee. ‘‘Iam not surprised,” said Mr. 
Kellogg, ‘‘ at the remarks of the Senator from 
Georgia, for before the investigation began he 
announced that he intended to get me out of 
this seat, and when half of the testimony had 
been taken he said the same, and declared that 
he would push me to the wall.’”’ He then re- 
viewed Moore’s connection with the case, 
Mr. Hill sat in his chair, drumming 
on the arm of it with his fingers, until Mr. 
Kellogg took his seat. He then said that he 
would take no notice of Mr. Kellogg’s per- 
sonal allusions, but he believed that the dis- 
cussion would direct attention to the manner 
in which the New-Orleans Custom-house had 
been used to suppress the truth in the case. 
The expiration of the morning hour closed 
the debate, no disposition of the memorial 
having been made. Five Indians of the Otoe 
tribe were listening in the gallery. They were 
in full Indian costume, covered with gar- 
ments of many colors, with necklaces of bears’ 
claws around their necks, long feathers in 
their head-dresses, and silver bracelets on their 
arms. One playfully balanced in his hands a 
bright tomahawk, and another had the jack of 
diamonds and several other playing cards 
fastened across his back. ‘‘ What do you 
think,” said a lounger to one of them 
who could speak En@lish, as the party left the 

allery, ‘“‘ Talk um heap,” was the savage’s 
facenis reply. The Senate devoted the re- 
mainder of the day to the Consular and Diplo- 
matic Appropriation bill, which was passed. 
The bill for the relief of Ben Holladay is the 
regular order for Monday. Mr. Williams is 
trying to get his bill to pension the soldiers of 
the Mexican war assigned for some day next 
week, 

There are indications that the Democratic 
members of the House have not abandoned the 
Electoral count resolution, and that another 
effort will be made next week to force a vote 
upon that scheme. In furtherance of that 

urpose it is reported that a caucus will be 
1eld next Monday night to decide upon a plan 
of action in reference to that scheme, and 
at the same time to adopt some meas- 
ure calculated to force the attendance 
of those members who are in _ the 
habit of absenting themselves from the 
sessions of the House. When the Electoral 
count scheme was before the House prior to 
the holiday adjournment, the Democrats were 
unable to make any progress with it for the 
reason that they could not secure the presence 
of a sufficient number of their members to 
make a quorum, and in consequence the 
Republicans frustrated action by with- 
holding their votes, thus leaving the 
House without a quorum. There 
is talk of making a new rule to correct ab- 
senteeism, and such a rule, regardless of its 
special application to the Electoral count reso- 
lution, is very much needed. The proposition 
is to have the Committee on Rules, which com- 
mittee is privileged to reportat any time, bring 
forward a rule directing the Clerk of the House 
to report each week the number and names of 
members who may have been absent, together 
with the number and names of those paired, 
those absent with leave of the House, those 
without leave, and of all those not re 
to roll-calls, who, whether present or not, shal 
be considered constructively absent. The adop- 
tion of such a rule and the regular publication 
in the newspapers of the lists of the absentees, 
would inform the people in regard _ to 
the attendance or non-attendance of their 
representatives, and go far toward prevent- 
ing absenteeism. It is not likely, however, 
that the Republicans will permit the adoption 
of such a rule at this time, and particularly as 
itis known in advance that its sole purpose is 
to further the passage of the Electoral count 
scheme. The Democrats may succeed, by party 
discipline, in forcing the attendance of 
their members, but their efforts to 
adopt a rule on the _ subject are 
likely to be as futile as were their efforts to 
force the passage of the objectionable resolu- 
tion. Should a caucus be held to consider 
the Electoral count scheme, it is prob- 
able that very decided opposition will 
be manifested to renewing the contest. 
There are some Democrats who do not believe 
that anything can be gained by the passage of 
the Electoral count resolution, and who will 
oppose any further attempt in that direction. 
This feeling is so decided on the part of some 
Democratic members that they have declared 
that if the Electoral count scheme is 
again called up they will express their 
opposition to a course of rocedure 
that can only result in o cting 
legitimate business without securing any 
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compensating advantage either of a general or 
partisan character. It has been declared by 
those who advocate the passage of the resolu- 
tion that it is not intended to obstruct in any 
manner the count of the last Electural vote or 
to delay its official proclamation, and as the 
adoption of the resolution by the present Con- 
gress would not bind a future Congress, there 
can be no good reason why this matter should 
be persistently held as a check to needful legis- 
lation. 

The consideration of the Refunding bill will 
be resumed to-morrow in Committee of the 
Whole House, under the five minutes’ rule. 
There is a large number of gentlemen who are 
anxious to speak upon the measure, and it is 
doubtful whether a vote will be reached to- 
morrow on any of the pending hs ess 
that will serve as an indication of the feeling 

f the House on the general subject. 

Mr. Springer’s plan for minority representa- 
tion, which is included in his apportionment 
bill, finds little favor in the House, and very 
little in the Census Committee, of which he is 
notamember. The first part of Mr. Spring- 
er’s bill provides for an_ apportionment on the 
basis of 293 members. It will probably share 
the fate of the second part, and the Census 
Committee are expected to bring in a bill for 
an apportionment on the basis of 300 
members.*' The Democrats of the Senate, 
as well .as_ those of the MHouse, are 
anxious to pess an apportionment bill at 
once, and if the House Committee do not bring 
in a bill very soon, the Senate Census Commit- 
tee threaten to step in before them. It has 
been the custom in the past to allow the Appor- 
tionment ‘bill to originate in the House, and 
not to oppose its provisions in the Senate, be- 
cause it is said that the bill directly affects 
only the House. Oneof the members of the 
House Committee intends to submit a bill for 
an apportionment on the basis of 306 members, 
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THE NEW NAVAL SECRETARY. 
NO REASON TO BELIEVE THAT HE WILL BE A 
MEMBER OF THE NEXT ADMINISTRATION. 

Wasnuineton, Jan. 7.—The unexpected 
nomination of Gen. Nathan Goff, of West 
Virginia, to be Secretary of the Navy, has 
caused much speculation as to the reasons for 
his selection and the rca] length of his term of 
office. Some have seen in ita recognition by 
Gen. Garfield, through President Hayes, of 
the Republicans of West Virginia, whose cause 
he espoused at the Chicago Convention, At 
that Convention, on June 4, before the ballot- 
ing began, Senator Conkling surprised the 
delegates by offering a resolution which de- 
clared that ‘‘every member of this Convention 
is bound in honor to support the nominee, 
whoever that nominee may be, and no man 
should hold a seat here who is not ready to so 
agree.’? For this resolution, 719 delegates 
voted, and against it 3—all delegates from 
West Virginia—who were Blaine men. Their 
names were Campbell, McCormick, and 
Burlew. Mr. Campbell then explained his 
position by saying he would vote for che nomi- 
nee, but would not bind himself to do so, and 
his companions made like announcements. 
During the debate Gen. Garfield, then not a 
candidate, appeared fora second timein the 
Convention as a conciliator, and offered some 
defense for these men, saying that no man 
could bind his vote on every question in a con- 
vention. It was generally agreed that the 
three men: had made a sufficient explanation, 
and the matter was dropped. It is said that if 
Gen. Garfield wished to favor any West Vir- 
ginia man, his choice would fall upon Camp- 
bell, and not on Goff. Italsoappears that Gen. 
Goff was associated in the Army with President 
Hayes, and that the two are intimate friends. 
On this ground, it is said that the nominetion 
was made without any reference to Gen. Gar- 
field’s wishes or preferehces, and simply to 
confer honor upon one of the President’s 
friends, who would most satisfactorily fill the 
position, Gen. Goff is a wealthy man, who 
can afford to abandon a large salary to be- 
come a member of the Cabinet, even if his 
term of office as Secretary of the Navy should 
be limited to eight weeks. But it is not neces- 
sary that Gen. Goff should lose his office in 
West Virginia. The Judge of that circuit, 
who will have charge of the matter, 
and who is in this city, declares that 
he will fill the office temporarily by ap- 
pointment during Gen. Goif’s absence, and 
there is reason to believe that the President 
will not nominate an Attorney to fill the place, 
so that Gen. Goff can serve as Secretary of the 
Navy for the next eight weeks and then be ap- 
pointed again to his office at home. In conclu- 
sion, it may be said that at present there is no 
reason to believe that Gen. Goff has taken a 
place in the Cabinet with any understanding 
that he is to retain that place under the next 
Administration, but excellent reasons besides 
those already given for believing that such is 
not the case.

NO ABATEMENT CGF AGRARIAN 
LAWLESSNESS. 

SERIOUS DISORDERS IN THE WEST OF IRE-

Dousiin; Jan. 7.—The Court of Queen’s 
Bench to-day was almost deserted by the pub- 
lic.

The three Land Commissioners, in their re- 
port sent to the Government, recommend the 
adoption of the three F’s, (fair rents, free 
sales, and fixity of tenure.) They admit the 
principle of free contract, but intimate that 
practically such freedom dees not exist. They 
propese that rent be fixed by two arbitrators 
—one* representing the tenant and the other 
the Land Court, with power to summon 
an umpire if necessary, and that 
the rent, when fixed, is to remain wn- 
changed for 21 years. They would take 
away the power otf eviction, except for non- 
payment of rent, subletting, or waste. Occu- 
pying tenants are not to be allowed to contract 
themselves out of the act, but non-occupying 
tenants are to be allowed to do so, subject to 
certain limitations; and corporations and lim- 
ited owners should be enabled to sell, the 
amount of annual payment not to exceed the 
present rent. The Commissioners recommend- 
ing the adoption of the three F’s are Lord 
Bessborough, Baron Dowse, and Mr. William 
Shaw, M. P. The dissenters are Mr. Kavanagh 
and The O’Conor Don. 

The Times this morning says: ‘‘It is not 
improbable that Mr. Parnell, at the moment 
when he has to stand trial on a criminal 
charge, and when he has challenged not only 
the British Government but the imperial 
Parliament to combat, may find popular sup- 
port in Ireland crumbling under his feet.” 

In the House of Commons this evening, Mr. 
Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, replying 
to Mr. James O’Kelly, (Home Ruler,) member 
for Roscommon, justified the recent prohibi- 
tions of Land League meetings. A scene of 
confusion ensued. Mr. O’Kelly moved the ad- 
journment of the House, apparently with the 
intention to resort to obstruction. He pro- 
tested against the illegality of the prohibitions. 
Mr. Thomas Sexton, (Home Ruler,) member 
for Sligo County, and other members followed, 
protesting against tyranny and the shackling 
of the freedom of speech of those struggling 
for their lives. Mr. O’Kelly’s motion to ad- 
journ was rejected by a vote of 801 to 38, 

Mr. Forster, Chjef Secretary for Ireland, re- 

lying toa question put by the Right Hon. 

Mr. Gibson, Conservative, stated that 158 per- 

sons were under Police protection in Ireland 

and there had been 2,573 aprarian outrages up 
to the end of December. 

Debate on the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne was resumed. Mr. Parnell 
charged the London press with entering into a 
conspiracy against the good name of Ireland. 
He defended the actions of the Land League, 
which, he declared, had always reprobated 
outrages. Mr. Parnell concluded by moving 
his amendment to the address, declaring that 
the peace of Ireland cannot be promoted by 
suspending the constitutional rights of the peo- 
nie. Mr. Forster said Mr. Parnell must have 
caches that the result of his speeches would be 
a committal of outrages. Messrs. O’Donnell 
and O’Connor rose to a question of order. ‘Vhe 
Speaker ruled that Mr. Forster was in order. 
After a strong speech from Mr. Gibson, at- 
tacking the Government for its dilatoriness, 
and denouncing the Land League, the debate 
was adjourned. 

The Pall Mall Gazette this evening Says:

A CURIOUS RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Leela 
A TRAIN, WITH A DISORDERED TRUCK, 
DRAGGED NEARLY A MILE. 


BurraLo, Jan. 7.—From a passenger who | 


arrived in Buffalo this morning, it is ascertained 
that the Pacific express, on the New-York Central 
Railroad, when just out of Syracuse, last night, 
met with an accident, and the passengers hada 
wonderfully narrow escape from becoming victims 
of a great disaster. The train was going along at 
the rate of 40 miles an hour. Isaac Josephs, {the 


colored porter of the palace car Vanderbilt, look- 
ing out of the door window, saw the truck of the 
next car leave the track. He wheeled about and 
fastened the grate of the heating apparatus, so as 
to avoid fire if the car went over. Then he 
pulled the bell cord vigorously, and the 
Passengers in the car did iikewise, but the 
speed of the train didnot slacken. Josephs, 
running the entire length of the car, applied the au- 
tomatic brakes, which the engineer had failed to 
do, notwithstanding the bell had been jerked fully 
aminut>. The train was thus brought to a stop, 
but singular to relate, Conductor Evans, without 
going back to ascertain the cause of the trouble, 
signaled the engineer to go ahead. ‘The train 
again started, with the disordered truck nearly 
crosswise the track. The passengers who got off to 
see what the trouble was yelled and shouted, but 
it made no difference. The bel!-rope was again 
pulled, but no impression could be made upon the 
engineer until a good headway had been attained. 
The train was hardly brought to a stop a second 
time before the breaks were whistled up, and an- 
other attempt to start was made.

HOW THE DEAD-LOCK IN THE INDI- 
ANA SENATE IS BROKEN. 

A PROPOSITION FROM THE DEMOCRATS RE- 
JECTED—THE LATTER AGREEING TO 
VOTE FOR THE GREENBACK CANDIDATE 
—DEMOCRATS GAINING COMPLETE CON- 
TROL. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 7.—The House passed 

a bill appropriating $125,000 for expenses of 

the Legislature, and appointed a special com- 

mittee to investigate a contest from Crawford 
and Orange Counties, where the Secretary of 

State yesterday recognized the Democrat, who 

did not hold the certificate but who was really 

elected. By this means the record showed 101 

members. The House seated the Republican, 


Dr. Hazelwood, pending the hearing before the 
committee. In the Senate no solution of 
the dead-lock was reached. The Democrats 
offered a resolution naming Rice for 
principal Secretary and the Republican 
nominees for Assistant and Doorkeeper, 
which was rejected by the Republicans, as 
also was a proposition for a committee of con- 
ference, three of each party. The afternoon 
was spent in debate, and one vote was taken, 
resulting, Rice, 25 votes; Wilson, 24, and 
Poindexter voting for Brouse, National. The 
claim was made that the plurality vote elected, 
but Viele, President pro tem., overruled the 
point. ' A committee of five Senators was ap- 

ointed to act with the House Committee on 

reparations for the Inauguaration of Gen. 
Porter next Monday. The Message of Gov. 
Gray is in type and ho awaits official notice of 
the organization of the Assembly to deliver 1t. 
It is extremely long, filling over 10 galleys of 
nonpareil. 

Just before adjournment, at a late hour this 
evening, all the Democratic Senators, except 
Benz and Brown, voted for Poindexter’s man, 
Brown, and to-night an arrangement has been 
made whereby the Senate will be organized by 
theelection of Brown, Senators Binz and Brown 
agreeing to vote for him on consideration that 
President Viele will appoint the standing com- 
mittees of the body, and thus give the Demo- 
crats control of the legislation. Thisis a high- 
handed usurpation, but the Democrats, 
twice within 12 years, have taken the 
out of the hands’ of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, when he was 
a Republican, and will not hesitate to do so 
again. If Viele declines to do the work the 
committees will be appointed by resolution. 
The Senatorial caucus will probably be held 
on Tuesday night, as there is a_gen- 
eral desire to have the question defi- 
nitely settled. A paper has been prepared 
and signed by all members of Congress, ex- 
cept two, calling Gen. Garfield’s attention to 
the propriety of appointing an Indiana man to 
a Cabinet position. It is reported that the 
State Central Committee met last night and 
recommended Mr. New for Secretary of the 
Interior. 

The Journal’s editorial this morning, giving 
up any chance for opposition to Harrison for 
Senator and suggesting his unanimous nomina- 
tion by the Republican caucus, is accepted as 
an indication that there can and will be no 
further practical contest against him. The 
canvass is considered to be practically settled, 
and there is expressed a great deal of pleasure 
that the real business of the Legislature can 
proceed without difficulty. The caucus will 
not be held until after the inauguration of 
Gov. Porter.

THE CONTEST IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
THE PHILADELPHIA MEMBERS HOLDING THE

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—From this point

THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES IN NEW-JER- 
SEY AND THEIR CHANCES, 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 7.—Uniess all signs 
fail, the organization of both houses of the 
next Legislature, which will meet next Tues- 
day, will be settled by the Republican cau- 
ecuses on Monday night without much of a 
strugele. In the Senate there is scarcely a 
doubt that Senator Hobart, of Passaic, will 
be chosen President. He was a candidate 


last year, and came within one vote of receiv- 
ing the caucus nomination, but Senator Sew- 
ell, though declaring that he was personally in 
favor of ene have the honor, said the 
necessities of the Pennsylvania Railroad re- 
quired his own election to the position, which 
he had held twice before, and as he had the 
requisite number of votes to secure 
the nomination, he took the _ position 
once more, That he made an excelient 
President, every one admits, but it was felt that 
he might have stood aside after nore, Swe 
years inthe chair. This year Senator Sewell 
ls after higher game, and, furthermore. it is 
extremely doubtful if he could command the 
support of a majority of his fellow-Senators 
for President if he wished it. As Mr. Hobart 
was the second choice last year, theré is little 
doubt that he will be unanimously agreed 
upon by the Republican Senators on Monday 
night. Senator Francis, of Essex, has been 
named, but he isin his first term, and as his 
constituents will undoubtedly return so hard- 
working a representative for at least another 
term, he will yield in favor of an older Sena- 
tor. There have been rumors that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad might try to name anew 
man, but Mr. Hobart is too strong for them to 
defeat him. 

The minor officers of the Senate, with the 
exception of the Engrossing Clerk, wili be re- 
appointed, according to the custom of the Sen- 
ate. There was a bitter fight made last year over 
the office of Secretary, the anti-Pennsylvania 
Railroad Senators generally favoring a War- 
ren County gentleman, who was chiefly instru- 
mental in breaking up the Democratic ring in 
that county, and in securing the election of a 
Republican Senator from that district, and 
there was some talk that he might 
make a fight for the office again this 
Winter, but the successful candidate, George 
Wuriz, a Paterson editor, did his work so well 
that he will undoubtedly be re-elected. He 
frankly says he needs the emoluments of the 
place, about $1,500, and the feeling is that it is 
a good way to reward faithful service. War- 
ren County this year presents an excellent 
candidate for the position of Engrossing Clerk, 
but the ‘slate’ seems to be made up for 
another editor, Mr. Snyder, of Lake View, 
Ocean County. 

In the Assembly, Harrison Van Duyne, of 
Essex, is decidedly in the lead, and at 
least 20 votes promised him out of the 34 Re- 
publican members. He is running on his 
merits. and not as the candidate of any rail-

road or any faction. His affiliations are rather 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad, and for 
that reason, while every one admits that he 
would make a good, conscientious Speaker, 
that great corporation has been trying to make 
headway against him. Its man was Mr. Bon- 
sall, editor of the Camden Post, and he 
was the only member from that county 
who had agreed or was expected to support 
Gen. Sewell for United States Senator. The 
latter has been trying to give him a lift, as 
well as he could, or at least has tried to make 
Mr. Bonsall think so, but the latter gentleman 
has been ungrateful enough to have his doubts 
on that point.

The newspaper 
proprietors who were trying to get their little 
printing jobs from the Legislature, and who 
found Mr. Bonsall an obstacle in their way, 
have been very shy of him since. He laces 
personal magnetism, is regarded as too sub- 
servient to the Pennsylvania Railroad, and, in 
short, My. John L. Murphy, proprietor of the 
State Gazette, of this city, who knows him 
well, could mention 500 reasons why it would 
be inadvisable to make Mr. Bonsall Speaker. 
J. Herbert Potts, of Huason, would like to suc-: 
ceed to Mr. Bonsall’s Pennsyivania Railroad 
strength, but his fellow-Republican members 
from Hudson will not support him, which de- 

rives him of any chance. There is talk of the 
Pennsylvania trying to make a break in the 
Essex delegation, but that seems scarcely pos- 
sible at this lateday. Mr. Van Duyne’s elec- 
tion has seemed such a foregone conclusion for 
several days past that the members who were:

A COUNTY FARM HOUSE DESTROYED—1n-} 
MATES LOCKED IN THEIR ROOMS.

PASSAGE OF A STRINGENT; LAW AGAINST 
POOL-SELLING. ' 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 7.—Both branches of 
the Ohio Legislature have passed a bill prohib- 
iting pool-selling in the State. An amend- 
ment added in the House makes it ne- 
cessary for the bill to go back to 
the Senate before it becomes law, and 
the spo ‘ting men are rallying their forces to 
defeat it before it is too late. The meas- 
ure is of very stringent character, and 
includes in its penalties all who have 
anythmg to do with sale of pools 
or laying of wagers, from the owner of rooms 
where betting is done down to the smallest 
buyer of a _ pool ticket. An attempt 
to except from the provisions of the 
bill the grounds inclosed by fair, agricultural, 
and regularly organized running and trotting 
associations, failed. Capt. Stone, head of the 
Chester. Park organization, and manager of 
the celebrated mare Maud S§S., said that 
if such a law had been in operation the past 
two years Maud S. would never have been 
heard from. ‘ The.bill, if it becomes a law 
and is enforced,” he said, ‘‘ will break up 
the entire turf interests in the State 
of Ohio, We will never be able to have an- 
other turf meeting here or at Colum- 
bus or Toledo or Dayton, or any 
of the points in the State where we 
have usually held meetings You can’t support 
races with the profit of pool-selling, and 
you can’t, as a rule, find ple who 
are willing systematically to lose money 
for the sake of amusing other people. The 
only way that racing events can be made to 
pay expenses is by means of the profits which 
the society gets from the sales of pools. If this 
bill is a law we will have to close up and can 
never have another turf meeting here,’”’

FIGHTING THE SMALL-POX 


GREAT VALUE OF STATE HEALTR 
SUPERVISION SHOWN. 

THE REPORT OF THE STATE BOARD! READY—~ 
THE RAVAGES OF SMALL-POX'IN THREE 
NORTHERN COUNTIES—HOW THE LOCAX 
AUTHORITIES TREATED IT. 

ALBANY, Jan. 7.—A report of great inter 
est and importance will soon be sent to the 
Governor by the State Board of Health, a body 
created by the last Legislature, but one which 
has already proved its great usefulness and ne- 
cessity to ths people of the State. I¢ will be 
improper to anticipate the recommendations 
of the board, but from statements made by the 
Secretary, Dr. Elisha Harris, who is also Su- 
perintendent of Registration, an account of 
the spread of small-pox in Rensselaer, Wash- 
ington, and Fulton Counties is gathered, which 
will give an idea of the importance of State 
supervision in sanitary regulations. Little 
excitement has gone abroad about the preva- 
lence of small-pox in the counties named, but 
in from 12 to 15 towns the alarm has been very 
great, and there has arisen a great desire to 
apply vaccination and other methods of pre- 
vention as soon as possible. 

In July last small-pox appeared in Troy 
among some French Canadians who were not 
vaccinated, and who had come to Troy to ob- 


tain employment. It spread with rapidity, as 
‘the people among whom it originated or de- 
veloped were averse to vaccination, and care- 
less about their movements even when thse 
It was some time 
efore the public health authorities heard of 
the outbreak. As soon as they did they looked 
for traces of the origin of the, disease, and 
became satisfied of its Canadian beginnings. 
An attempt was made to confine the disease ta 
the spots in which it had first appeared, and 
reports were made from week to week by the 
local board of the work of yaccination that 
had been done. The disease, however, over- 
leaped the line, probably because some patient 
with varioloid had, while the pustules were 
still upon him, gone.out to his work in places 
beyond the city. fn October the disease ap- 
ared in Cohoes. Here there are many of the 
ench Canadians also, and they were disposed 
to take chances with the disease rather than 
submit to vaccination.’ It spread rapidly. Tha 
mill-owners and the Mayor of the city were 
urged to induce the inhabitants to submit ta 
vaccination, and by their prompt efforts the 
health authorities and physicians were in sev- 
eral weeks able to get the upper hand. The dis- 
‘ease is now fairly subdued there, but the 
physicians have not quite finished their plan of 
house to house vaccination. While Cohoes was 
combatting the small-pox, it had appeared in 
Green Island, West Troy, Lansingburg, and 
Amsterdam, going from place to place, prob- 
ably, in the infected clothing of persons who 
had come in contact with patients, or was car- 
ried sometimes by convalescents who went out 
too early. 

During the same time it was introduced into 
Albany. Here it was again and again met 
and suppressed by vaccination. Dr. O’Leary, 
the Health Officer, took good care of it here, 
his efforts being seconded by the Board of 
Health, which is a committee of the Com- 
mon Council. Upon its appearance in Am- 
sterdam, one of the important manufacturing 


foceoed measures were adopted to prevent its 


‘spread, sanitary constables being appointed to 
prevent the importation of infected persons. 

he first patient here was a young bride, who 
had been infected on a visit to Troy. Some 
time after she had died and was buried, in spite 
of the constables, a brother of the woman, who 
had managed to elude the officers, entered the 
house and staid all night. Twelve days later 
he became sick with the disease, and it spread 
again, becoming so prevalent that the health 
officers have been compelled, as a precaution- 
ary measure, to order that the public schools 
be closed. There are now 10 centres of 
the disease beside that in Troy,  be- 
tween Amsterdam and the Vermont State 
line. It has appeared in places quite distant 
from the central sources of the disease in Troy 
and Cohoes: Upon its appearance in Caroga, 
in the north-west part of Fulton County, the 
citizens at once organized a Town Board of 
Health, and began a general vaccination of the 
inhabitants from house to house. Telegraph 
messages were sent {out for virus points, and 
they were dispatched back promptiy, the re- 
sult being that the locality was completely 
protected, and at small expense. The disease 
also appeared in the north-east part of Fulton 
County, where similar measures were adopted 
to restrain its spread. 

The people of Salem and Greenville, in 
Washington County, are just now in a pro- 
found state of alarm about the disease. In the 
village of Shushan, in Salent Township, in the 
latter part of November, a resident who had 
been on a visit to Troy was taken sick. A 
weg was called, who thought the man 

ad the symptoms of small-pox. Another 
physician who was. called in declared 
that the man did not’ have small-pox, and a 
third doctor called in by the second agreed 
with his brother in the decision. The two 
agreeing physicians went so far as to make 2 
sworn statement that the disease was not 
small-pox. Ten or 12 days later four persons 
in the same family and one in an adjoining 
house were prostrated with the same disease, 
and one of the cases proved fatal. A fourth 
physician, called from Cambridge, pro- 
nounced the disease to be small-pox, and the 
citizens of Shushan, now convinced, began ta 
think of doing something to prevent further 
ravages by the scourge. In endeavoring to 
carry out quarantine regulations, stringent 
measures were adopted, and 24 prominent men 
in the place appealed to the State Board of 
Health to interfere, on the ground that the 
quarantine interfered with their-business. 6 
is asad commentary on the perversity of these 
opposers of quarantine that several of the 
signers who protested have since been 
sick with small-pox, and that one of 
them has died. Itis only a few daysago that 
an attempt made to quarantine one of the 
Board of five Health Officers, who lives in 
Shushan, was opposed, and a telegram re- 
ceived asking if it was in the power of the 
beard so to quarantine him., Dr. Harris tele- 
graphed back that the board had no power to 
qnarantine an uninfected. and vaccinated 
health officer. : 

In Greenwich, upon theappearance of the'dis- 
ease, the town board —— and took mexs- 
ures to prevent its spread. They were thwarted 
by an ignorant physician, who instructed the 
board that as frost destroyed the virus it would 
be safe to bury the bodies of those who died 
of small-pox just where they pleased. So 
the body of one person was brought several 
miles to the town cemetery, at midnight, and 
buried in the village. A great disturbance 
was created about it when it was discovered 
that the decision was an erroneous one, and 
later fatal cases have been treated as if 
the infection _— be spread by such 
burials, burials ‘ing. made in neigh- 
borin orchards. Dr. Hall, of Shushan, 
buri his dead servant on his premises, 
and the body of the Hon. A. B.° Low was 
buried in his own orchard. On Jan. 3 a dis- 

tch was received from Salem from R. M. 
Stevenson, one of the Supervisors, stating that 
the small-pox was spreading and that it could 
not be ae’ He reported it as very fatal, 
and ask if he could legally prohibit 
church services and other public meetings in 
the town. Bishop McNierney, of Albany, 
ordered the Roman Catholic priest to omit 
services during the prevalence of the disease, 
and Bishop Doane advised the Episcopal 
Rector io close his church. Dr. Harris, for the 
State Board of Health, replied that all neces- 
sary orders were to be obeyed. 5 

In Troy and Cohoes the disease has been 
very fatal. 
nated persons attacked died. So far as ascer- 
tained not one vaccinated person has died. 
Persons who were vaccinated after exposure, 
and who met the small-pox half way, even 
after pustules had appeared, have been report 
ed as recovering.

ing a number of:shining literary and political 
lights,. such as Emile: de'Girardin,, Augier, 
Ivan Tourguéneff, Count. and Countess 
de. Lesseps, :without whom, since the. Panama 
subscription. has been . covered, ;no . festival is 
complete,.the, Austrian,Ambassador, de.Beust, 
M. Briilas, who represents the interests of the 
Hellenes, the Roumanian Minister, Cogolnice- 
ano, Henri.de Rochefort, Gavarret, Baron 
Beyens, and*the entire:clan of. long-haired 
poets who haunt, the drawing-rooms ‘of. the 
editress-of the Nouvelle Revue. The perform- 
ances began ,with a lecture:by the art critic, M. 
Henri,de la .Pommeraye, upon artistic prog- 
ress, of which! the:conclusion was: Antique 
art is infinitely superior to modern art. After 
this, a rendition.of Alfred de Vigny’s theories ; 
Coquelin the elder spouted a *‘ Transfiguration 
of Raphael,’’ which is, the triumph of bathos, 
while intended‘ to _bepathetic.. Then Marie 
Laurent alternately bleated-and roared Victor 
Hugo’s ‘‘l’Ecole” and ‘ LeRevenant,’”’ and 
then the curtain. rose: upon the episode of the 
sculptor King, amorous:of his own creation." 
The part of Pygmalion; was admirably played 
by Mounet-Sully of the Frangais; his 
brother Paul: Mounet*: acquitted himself 
creditably as’ Rennos; .Maubant, in the 
réle ofthe high priest, Euméle, — sus- 
tained his .reputation as ‘one. of the 
best sociétaires of _ Molitre’s;, mansion, and 


Mile. Baretta did as well.as she knows how to 
do as Galathée, originally intended for Leonide 
Leblanc, but declined by that lady after the 
rehearsals had commenced. The play contains 
imany passages of great merit, and, although 
ithe public of the nineteenth century does not 
care much for classic and mythological sub- 
‘jects, its approval ought to be sufficient to en- 
courage Mme. Adam in her intention of aban- 
doning politics for the drama, in which field 
her next attempt, I heard her;say, will be a 
** Cassandra.” 

*‘Les Parfums de Paris,’? at’ the. Nou- 
veautés, is the only theatrical novelty during 
the week. Itiss. clever review of the differ- 
ent manias by which French society has been 
agitated since the Ist of January, 1580; is full 
oi wit and humor and sarcasm, but its hits 
are entirely local; and as there is no plot what- 
ever from first to last—no connection of any 
kind between the different scenes of its three 
acts—Ishall notenter on any description, mere- 
ly advising such of my countrymen who, com- 
ing to Paris for amusement, are not over- 
prudish and proper, to go to see Scipion, 
the incarnation of the dueling mania, who is 
inimitably funny, and never ‘ goes out’? un- 
less he has his talisman with him, said. talis- 
man being a sucking pig, which he carries un- 
der his arm. Great ae had been hoped 
from the reappearance of Hortense Schneider, 
Alas! As T anticipated, this once popular 
diva is a failure. Audiences are more exact- 
ing now than when she charmed the habitués 
of the Varié+és, 10 years ago, and, although 
she recited with exquisite finish several of her 
former triumphs, her reception was rather 
pitying than enthusiastic. peretta was in- 
vented py Offenbach for actresses without 
voices, but as neither the Opera nor the Opera 
Comique can accommodate all the rising gen- 
eration of vocalists, these young ladies have 
been forced to accept engagements at the 
smaller establishments, where we now can 
hear, occasionally, organs which would not be 
out of place at the National Academy of Mu- 
sic. M. Brasseur has not yet reached the 
point of securing singers, but he must finaily 
follow the example of the other managers, as 
his patrons will weary of break-downs and 
extravaganzas, and cease to be satisfied with 
commonplace tunes only fit for a concert hall, 
even if they be signed by Hervé, or Coedés, of 
whom “ Les Parfums de Paris” is probably the 
last composition to which we shall ever be con- 
demned to listén, as the unfortunate author 
was shut up in a lunatic asylum just three days 
before its first representation. 

A fortnight hence the mundane season will 
open, which will be gay, even though the best 
houses, that is to say the houses of those who 
have been hitherto queens of fashion, remain 
closed. The persecution of the Catholic clergy 
here, like the anti-Semitic agitation in Ger- 
many, is an excellent exeuse for the noble 
¥aubourg, which is quite willing to profit by 
any pretext so as not to spend its money. By 
the way, THe New-York Times has been very 
extensively quoted for the stand taken by it 
concerning the Israelites. Generally the feel- 
ing isope of uneauivocal approval, although 
the Soir, commenting upon a dispatch oe 
to have been sent to our Minister at Berlin 
wonders that the ‘* country which has erected 
as a maxim: America for the Americans, 
should manifest any disposition to in- 
terfere in the concerns of Europe 
and the Europeans.’”’ The Bonapartists who 
inhabit the St. Honoré oe intend to 
come out briiliantly during the Winter, but 
will adjourn their terpsichorean manifestations 
until after the Say eee ee 
scandal shall have been forgotten. Unfor- 
tunately, the nobility of the Second Empire is 
composed of such heterogeneous elements that 
searcely has one scandal blown over when 
another blows on. How these scandals become 
known is a marvel, and yet, like murder, they 
“will out.”?

MESSAGES* OF THE: GOVERNORS.OF MISSOURI 
AND ‘ILLINOIS. 

Sr. Lovurs, Jan. 7.—Both houses of the Legis- 
lature met in joint session yesterday afternoon and 
canvassed the vote at the late election. It also lis- 
tened to the Message of Gov. Phelps. This docu- 
ment is very long, and is,devoted to State affairs, 


‘which are in a prosperous.and flattering condition. 


The entire receipts of the State Treasury during the 
past two years were’ $8,145,664, of which $2,766,189 


were from reyenue sources-and the remainder 
from the sale of lands. The disbursements for the 
same time were $2,861,638, leaving a balance on 
hand of $284,026. The expenditures for education 
have’ been . $1,145,381. The total taxable 
wealth’ of the State is $558,361,443. The entire 
interest fund for: two. years’ was $2,585,080; 
the disbursements for the same time were 
$2,511,451. . The indebtedness of the: State, not 
including $3,000,000 Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
road bonds, is $16,259,000. The Governor recom- 


_mends the reduction of the.legal rate of interest to 


6 per cent. He congratulates the Legislature on 
the prosperous condition of the educational system 
of the State. .He says the population of the State 


“has increased at the rate of 60,000 per year for the 


past four years.--He refers encouragingly to the 
efforts now bemg made to attract immigrants, and 
says the criminal laws of the State are being much 
better enforced than formerly. 

Curica@o, Jan. 7.—A special dispatch to the Jour- 
nal from Springfield, Nll., says: ‘* The vote for State 
officers having been concluded to-day by the joint 
meeting of the Legislature, Gov. Cullom' delivered 
his Message. He compares the present condition 
of the State with its early development; congratu- 
lates it on its freedom from debt; credits this con- 
dition of affairs to the men who established the 
olicy of Illinois; speaks of the sue- 
cessful.operation of its canal and of its internal 
improvements; urges legislation to protect the 
people along -the banks: of the Illinois River 
from the effects of the Chicago sewerage; alludes 
to the rapid development of the railroad interest;

THE ACCOUNTS BALANCE—THE DEFENSE 
OPENED. 7 


Somerviuxe, N. J., Jan. 7.—The interest in 
»the trial of the Veghte indictment, which at first 
Was small, is on the increase. The stockholders of 
the. Somerset County Bank! who.suffered -by the 
heavy losses which were suddenly made known a 
year ago, including some who purchased stock 
upon the strength of the sworn statement of Janu- 
ary, 1879, upon which Veghte is now being tried, ata 
premium, are generally in attendance. To-day was 
the third day of the trial, and it will probably oc- 
cupy the most of to-morrow. The State rested its 
case atnoon. The evidence adduced by the prose- 
cution was important, as showing the manner in 
which the bank had been conducted: previous to a 
public knowledge of its condition. The witnesses 
‘examined were as follows: 

8. C. Blackwell, the Bank Examiner, who was 
employed last Summer by the stockholders to as- 
certain when the losses occurred and through 
whom, said that he began with his investigation in 
the year 1874, in the month of January, that being 


the :date when Cashier Frech went into of- 
fice. He thought that a proper starting-point, and 
in order to ascertain whether to go back further or 
not, took off all the balances from the depositors’ 
ledger and compared them with the general 
ledger. He also footed up the depositors’ accounts. 
He often found an _ error. of $1,000 
in the footings, whether made intentionally 
or not he could not determine. When 
the comparison was made he found a discrepancy 
of $16,165 84 between the two ledgers, the liabilities 
actually due to depositors being that amount in 
excess of the statement in the general ledger. 
Up to this time President Veghte -had been 
Cashier, and had had_ general’ charge 
of the books. The Examiner also found further 
discrepancies at that date. One was an item of 
$2,585 45 with the American Exchange Bank, New- 
York; another consisted of a _ package of 
old notes known to be _ worthless, and so 
marked, amounting to $2,802 50, but which the 
statement sworn to Jan. 1, 1874, put in as good 
assets, and similar matters. In all, $25,889 93 of 
the bank’s funds was lost on that date, and all 
under the Cashier who preceded _ Frech. 
From Jan. 1, 1874, to Jan. 1, 1879, when 
the statement sworn to by the defendant was 
‘made, the losses continued at a fearful rate. The 
new Cashier had closed‘an account with ex-Con- 
gressman Steele without credits, leaving $1,678 07 
unpaid, and had made undercredits of deposits 
‘and overcharges of checks—taking out the dif- 
.ferences in money or some other way, 
and using them himself to the amount of thousands 
of dollars, This whole loss, (after.the first loss,) 
little of which occurred after, but most of it before 
Jan. 1, 1879, footed up $66,085 25, or a total o 
$91,478 18. The statement made by Presi- 
dent Veghte on the latter date was that the bank 
had its capital of $100,000 intact, and $43,189 93 
surplus. The true statement would have been 
about $91,000 or $92,000. 

Ex-Cashier Frech was sworn, and corroborated 
the statement of the last witness asto the amount 
missing when he became Cashier. He: further said 
that just, previous to that time Mr. Doughty, the 
President, asked witness to give him a trial 
balance, and if the books would not balance, to in- 
dicate wherein there was any trouble. Discover- 
ing that they would not. balance by the sum 
of $17,000, he first went to see Mr. Veghte. The 
latter desired him to bring the ledgers to his house 
and they would see what.could be done. They 
failed to make any better balance, and then the 
witness, under Veghte’s direction. so changed the 
accounts as to drafts that there was a_ sur- 

lus of $900, instead of a deficit of $17,000. 
Fe further testified to a transaction of $950, in 
which Veghte paid his own debt toa Mr. Schomp 
without accounting to the bank for it. The coun- 
sel for the defendant made a strong effort on 
cross-examination to impair the weight of 
these statements. Mr. Frech gave all the 
circumstantial details, but the defense profess to 
be able to show that his statement was false in 
whole and in parts, and they further say that he 
gives his present evidence because he is promised a 
nolle on an indictment against him by the 
Prosecutor, but the Prosecutor disavows any 
such agreement. He said he had_ given 
up to the bank all the securities he 
had, to save it from any loss through him, and they 
were ample to meet such losses, but not losses 
which occurred previous to his entering the bank. 

Learne Vredenburgh, a Director of the bank at 

that time, and the present Cashier, underwent 
a long examination yesterday, and a most 
searching re-direct by the Attorney-General. 
Evidently he did not desire to inculpate any 
one but Frech* yet he finally admitted precisely 
what the State believed to be the case, 
that when a committee . were appointed 
in. October, 1878, . after Frech’s resigna- 
‘tion, to examine into’ the condition of affairs, 
and consisting of the witness and Messrs. Bar- 
‘calow and Veghte, they could not make the 
accounts agree with the statements of the. gen- 
eral ledger by several thousands; that he be- 
came disgusted and went home, and next morning 
Mr. Veghte told him he had_ discovered the error 
and corrected it, and there the committee left it. 

The Hon. Ryneur H. Veghte, an ex-Senator, who 
once ran for Congress,and is believed by every- 
body to be an honest man, stated that he 
was greatly. worried about. affairs..in 1878; 
that John -V. Veghte came to him and 
said Frech required more money, or the bank's 
paper in New-York would go .to_ protest; 
that he personally lent the bank $5,000, and, 
with other Directors, gave notes for nearly 
$20,000. He detailed conversations with John V. 
Veghte, which went to show the latter had knowl- 
edge that the bank was in a shaky condition. 

A stockholder was also examined, who stated he 
has twice bought the stock of the bank since Janu- 
ary, 1879, and expressly upon that false published 
statement. Other unimportant witnesses were ex- 
amined. 

The . Hon. A. A. Clark opened the case at noon 
to-day for the .defense. He said the defen- 
dant knew of the general bad condition 
of the bank in January, 1879,- as. to 
-Trech’s personal liabilities to it,  &c., but 
he supposed the latter’s securities covered the 
possible losses, and made the statement as it 
was, because’ unable to specify minute- 

Jy an other deficiencies. As outlined, 
the .defense is, as intimated in Thurs- 
day’s Times, one of ignorance of the facts 
and not one disputing the truth of the charges. 
This afternoon the Teller, A. C. Dayton, and a 
former book-keeper, William C. Veghte, were:on 
the stand, together with Director Lindsley. They 
stated how the bank accounts were kept, and how 
the general ledger on its face coincided with the 
Veghte statement... Then Mr. Veghte himself went 


on the stand.

OBITUARY. 
_——— 
GEORGE RICARD. 

George Ricard, President of the Williams- 
burg Savings Bank, died yesterday afternoon at his | 
residence, No. 118 South Second-street, Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, in the eighty-third year of his age. 
Mr. Ricard was of French.origin. His father was a 
native of Bordeaux, and in 1794: an officer in the 
French Navy, but he subsequently:came to this 
country and settled in New-York. On Christmas 
Day, 1798, the subject of this notice was born in 
this City. When but 14 years of age he enlisted in the 
war of 1812 against Great Britain, and served until 
1815. He then became an apprentice to Christian 
Bergh, the great: ship-builder, and served his time 
with the late ex-Mayor Jacob <A. Wester- 
velt, of Brooklyn. Afterward he became a 


ship-builder, and subsequently, as shipmaster, made 
voyages to China and the East Indies in vessels he 
had himself constructed. Retiring from the sea, 
he became a merchant in this City, and in 1832 was 
appointed by President Andrew Jackson to the 
Revenue Department, which office he held for 10 
years. In 1842 he removed to the then village of 
Williamsburg, and erected the house in which he 
resided up to the time of his death. In 1851, the 
pogmaticn of Williamsburg having increased to 

,000, he, with others, organized the Wil- 
liamsburg Savings Bank. Of this institution he 
was first elected Vice-President, and subsequently 
President. From year to year he was re-elected, 
the last time when he was on his death-bed. He 
was organizer and Director of the Williamsburg 
Fire Insurance Company and Cross-town Railway 
Company. also;a Director of the Mechanics and 
Traders’ Bank and of the eer Railroad. Upto 
1856 he was a Democrat, and numbered among his 

ersonal friends such men as Gen. Jackson, 

artin Van Buren, Silas Wright, Preston King 
Michael Hoffman, and a host of other noted 
men. In that year he joined the Republican 
Party, and voted for John C. Fremont for Presi- 
dent. In 1864 he was Presidential Elector 
from the Third Congressional District. His chari- 
ties were numerous. To him more than to any 
other individual the Industrial School in the East- 
ern District of Brooklyn owes its success. He was 
President of the Board of Council of the Mariners’ 
Family Asylum on Staten Island, and took an active 
part in numerous other charities. In religion he was 
a Universalist, and rendered such material aid to 
that denomination as to endear him to the leading 
ministers of that Church throughout: this country.. 
Mr. Ricard was a widower, his wife having died 15 
years ago, leaving him childless. He leaves three 
sisters and one brother, and many nephews and 
nieces. One of the latter had been adopted by him 
asa daughter. He died of paralysis of the throat 
and old age. The date of the funeral has not yet 
been decided upon, The services will take place in 
All Souls’ Church, in South Ninth-street, Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, and the body interred by the side 
of his wife in Green-Wood Cemetery.

ARNOLD RUGE. 

A cable dispatch announces the death of 
Arnold Ruge, Ph. D., the German philosopher and 
politician, at the age of 79 years. Prof. Ruge, who was 
frequently called the father of the ‘‘ German Revo- 
lution,” was born at Bergen, in the Prussian Island 
of Riigen, in 1802. He received his education at 
the universities of Halle, Jena, and Heidelberg, and 
asa member of a secret political society of stu- 
dents, known as the Tugenbund, was arrested and 
imprisoned for six years. During his confinement 
he wrote a patriotic tragedy, and translated the 
** @dipus in Kolonos” of Sophocles. He was liber- 
ated in 1880, and became a Professor at the Uni- 
versity of Halle, when he began a_ suc- 
cessful literary career by writing several 
critical and philosophical works. In 1888 he estab- 
lished, with his friend Echtermeyer, a journal 
known as the Annales de Halle, which was out- 
spoken against Church and State. Subseauently 
its title was changed to Annales Allemandes, and in 
1839 it was replaced by the Nouwvelliste. Prof. Ruge, 
about this time, emigrated to France and subse- 
quently to Switzerland, and wrote his ‘“‘ Zwei Jahre 
in Paris,’ which was published at Leipsic in 1845, 
In the following year an edition of his collected 
works was published at Manheim, In 1847 he be- 
came a bookseller in Leipsic, and after the revolu- 
tion of 1848 published a radical journal, called 
the Reforme, first at Leipsie and then at Berlin. His 
first appearance in public life was as a member of 
the Frankfort Assembly, and subsequently he went 
to Berlin and sat in the Radical Congress. In July, 
1850, having been engaged in some insurrectionary 
plots, he was compelled to take refugein England, 
where he resided for some time, and@, made fre- 
quent contributions to, German literature. His 
countrymen have shown great interest in his wel- 
fare, and at one time there was serious talk of rais- 
ing a fund by subscription to indemnify him for his 
losses on account of his political opinions,

GEORGE FORD, M. D. 

Dr. George Ford, who has for over 80 years 
been connected with the * State - Emigrant 
Refuge and: Hospital, .on Ward’s Island, 
died at his, residence, on ‘*the island, yes- 
terday, of gastritis. . Dr. Ford ‘was’ born 
in County Leitrim, Ireland, in 1812. He graduated 
from the Royal College of Surgeons'in' London in 
1887. and came to this: country in 1849,' He 
received the honorary degree of: Doctor of 


Medicine from the old New-York Medi- 
cal College. He had been connected with 
the Emigrant Hospital almost since his arrival in 
America, at» first as a “resident. physician, 
and at one time as_ visiting: physician. 
He was appointed the assistant. physician in 


1855, and so remained until six years later, when he 


became the Physician-in-Chief, which position he 
filled with recognized ability up to the time. of his 
death, He married in Ireland a niece of 
Felix Ingoldsby, formerly well. known in this 
City, and leaves seven children. Dr..Ford was a 
member of the County Medical Society, and ‘of the 
Pathological Society, as well as of the Society for 
the Relief of the Widows and ee: of Medical 
Men, and of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick. He 
was a man of very retired habits, attending strictly 
and conscientiously to. the duties of his office, to 
which he gave his wholetime. The funeral will, 
take place on Ward's Island, Monday, at 10 A. M.

SENATE. 
THE KELLOGG CASE. 

Mr. Jonas, of Lousiana, presented a 
memorial of W. J.. Moore, of New-Orleans, alleg- 
ing that William Pitt Kellogg procured his election 
as United States Senator.Zby bribery and cor- 
ruption, said Moore being one of those bribed, 
and asking to be examined before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections. Mr. Jonas 
moved its reference to said committee. 

Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin, said Mr. Moore had 
already been examined by the committee. He op- 


osed the reference until ‘it were seen whether 

at examination coverd the question of bribery. 

Mr. Jonas remarked that the ener claimed 
he had not been examined as to bribery. 

Mr. Hixt of Georgia, said he would hesitate to 
reopen the examination of the case for such testi- 
mony as that of Mr. Moore, whose character he 
denounced. 

Mr. Keittoae said Moore had recently been dis- 
discharged from the New-Orleans Custom-house 
for attempted embezzlement. He had since ap- 
plied for reappointment, hinting that otherwise he 
would send certain papers to Washington. Mr. 
Kellogg said that Moore, in deposing that he -had 
been bribed by Kellogg, had lied, and if he swore 
to it had perjured himself. He was a black-mailer, 
and had offered to sell his evidence to each side. 
Mr. Kellogg could bring a thousand citizens: of. 
New-Orleans to refute his charges. 

The morning: hour having expired, the matter 
went over. 


A LIFE-SAVING SERVICE BILL. 


Mr. Ferry, of Michigan, introduced.a bill to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the Life-saving Service, and 
to encourage the saving of life from shipwreck. 
The bill provides pensions for the representatives 
of those who have lost life in saving life from ship- 
wreck. It was referred to the Committee on Com- 
merce, and Mr. Ferry called the attention of the 
members of that committee to the subject, hoping 
it would be acted upon at an early day. 


THE CONSULAR AND DIPLOMATIC BILL. 


On motion of Mr. Eaton, of Connecticut, the 
bill making appropriations for the consular and 
diplomatic service of the Government for the fiscal 
Sed ending June 30, 1882, was taken up. Mr.

The Senate, as in Committee of the Whole, pro- 
ceeded to consider the bill. 

Mr. Wuytez, of Maryland, moved:.to insert an 
appropriation of $1,000 for mailing Congressional 
Records to foreign legations. Adopted. 

When the clause was reached appropriating 
$1,500 ‘‘for rent of prisons for American convicts 
in China,” Mr. Carpenter, of Wisconsin, asked 
some Senator who was “familiar with the Consti- 
tution and had a few minutes’ leisure,” to 
inform him under what constitutional au- 
thority prisons were kept. up in foreign 
countries. Of course there must be some- 
thing in the Constitution to sanction it, else 
Senators would not go ony earafter year appro- 
priating money for the prisons. But Mr. Carpen- 
ter had sought in vain for any constitutional au- 
thority to try citizens of the United States for 
crime, except upon the presentment of a Grand 
Jury. We have noright to try men without Judge 
or pury. If the practice should be kept up it could 
only be justified on the theory that whotever Con- 
gress thinkf, on the whole,to be about right, 1s con- 
stitutional. 

Mr. Voornees, of Indiana, thought the Senator 
from Wisconsin (Mr. Carpenter) might well ask the 
present Administration for its authority for the 

igh-handed measures in connection with trials of 
criminals abroad, on which subject Mr. Voorhees, 
was in receipt of complaints. Was it not true that 
aman was now awaiting execution in Turkey on 
sentence by one of these consular courts, which 
was no more legal than asentence by Comanche 
Indians would be? 

Mr. CARPENTER so understood. He. would not 
be opposed to providing for foreign courts, such as 
those of Great Britain, but they should be conduct- 
ed constitutionally> He moved to strike out all 


,clauses in this billl appropriating money to support 


these prisons. 

Mr. Hoar referred to the necessity of some ju- 
dicial process in semi-barbarous countries, to de- 
fend our citizens from injustice in those foreign 
countries. To strike out these provisions would 
have no good effect. He agreed with the Senator 
from Wisconsin, that a change in the system should 
be made, but it should be made in a thorough man- 
ner. : 

Mr. Carrenter admitted this. His object in 
making the motion was to bring the subject before 
the Senate. We have no right to do under a treaty 
with China or any other nation what is prohibited 
in the Constitution.. The Emperor of China can- 
not clothe us with power to do what the Constitu- 
tion does not permit us to dg. Mr. Carpenter said 
he inténdeéd, before the close of this session, to in- 
troduce a bill on this subject. 

Mr. PenpizTon, of Ohio, agreed with all that the 
Senator from Wisconsin (Mr. Carpenter) had said. 
He referred to the case of the man sentenced to 
death by Minister Maynard, and showed that under 
the statutes a Minister was required to refer his de- 
cision in civil cases to the President, but in criminal 
cases he was not, and could hang’a man the day 
after he had sentenced him. 

Mr. Brown, of Georgia, said. that: until the 
statutes (whether constitutional or not) authoriz-. 
ing Ministers to employ persons were. repealed we 
should make necessary appropriations to pay for 
them. He was ready to vote to repeal the statutes, , 
but until that was proposed he must oppose this 
amendment. The question further arose, what are 
we to do with American offenders in China. Are 
they to be left to Chinese courts. 
ane CARPENTER—We should establish courts 

ere. 

Mr. Brown—Where will you get your Justices? 

Mr. CarPENtTER—Export them if we cannot get 
them any other way. -. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Brown continued to argue that under-the 
constitutional authority to establish ‘‘inferior ju- 
dicial tribunals’? Congress can confer: judicial 
powers upon foreign Ministers. 

Mr. CaRPENTER’s' motion to strike out the. appro-

Mr. SPRINGER, of ' Illinois, offered .a resolu-

Mr. Newserry, of Michigan, obtained unani- 
mous consent to make some remarks on the sub- 
ject... He charged distinctly the following facts, 
and. he thought they were susceptible of clear 
proof: That fraudulent testimony and altered 
official documents ‘had been brought before the 
commission; that such alterations and false testi- 
mony were made designedly and continuously by 
the authorized agents of the British Government; 
that extraordinary precautions had been taken by 
such agents to prevent the discovery of the altera- 
y the United States Government. The 
question, he continued, was a momentous 
one. The open charge was clear as noon- 
day that in an arbitration between two of 
the most civilized nations of the globe to settle a 

ave question of national right false and : fraudu- 
ent testimony had been knowingly manu- 
factured and produced by one party to. the 
wrong of the other. He _ believed that 
the party in power in England at the 
present time had no hand in this crime; that 
it felt keenly the disgrace brought upon its Gov- 
ernment, and that it would wiilingly reopen 
the whole question. If the British Govern- 
ment did not atone for this wrong, Eng- 
land would. again have earned the epithet 
of ‘“‘perfidious Albion.’ He asked leave to offer 
for reference to the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
a resolution reciting the allegation that before the 
so-called Fishery Award Commission made in Haiil- 
fax in November, 1877, false, fraudulent, simulated, 
and altered official. documents and statistics were 
offered and produced in order to procure an illecal 
award, ali of which false and fraudulent evidencewas 
weil known to, and procured designedly and with 
corrupt intent by, the agents and ofiicers of the 
British Government. It further recites that this 
state of facts has long since been brought to the 
notice of the English Commissioner, and of the 
British Government, who have all declined to take 
any steps toward investigation, and that it is be- 
lieved the promoters of this great national wrong, 
though known, have been rewardéd by the British 
Government; andin conclusion provides for the 
gree re of a special committee to investigate 
the subject. 

Mr. Hawszy, of Connecticut, said that he more 
than doubted the wisdom of the language made 
use of to-day. The United States Government and 
the British Goyernment had submitted a grave 
question to an international arbitration, to the 
eternal honor of both a The award 
had been made against reat Britain at 
Geneva, and it had paid it like a man. 
The Canadian fishery award had been made against 
the United States Government, and it had paid it 
likeaman. It wasalleged in the public journals 
that :there had n grossly fraudulent testimony 
givenin that case. He was willing to preserve the 
policy .which would be pursued between gentle- 
men. He would wait until the gentleman had 
time to see whether he had not himself been im- 
posed upon.

CONCISE ACCOUNT OF A MUCH:DIS. 
CUSSED MATTER. 
‘VIEWS OF THE READJUSTERS AS EXPRESSED 
BY SENATOR-ELECT MAHONE—HISTORY 
OF THE DEBT AND THE VARIOUS EF- 
FORTS TO SETTLE IT. 
The Philadelphia Press of to-day presents a 


long report of an interview with Gen. William Ma- 
hone, Readjuster Senator-elect of Virginia, in 


which ‘he gives his views on the political situation 


in that State with special reference tothe debt 
question. Following is a careful abstract, embrac- 
ing all the essential points: 

“ At the outbreak of the war,” said Gen. Mahone, 
“the property of Virginia was $317,660,000 zreater 
than now. Then her debt was $31,188,000; now the 
McCulloch bill, proposed by the so-called Funderg 
or Debt-payers, would make it $33,228,671. Then a 
tax levy of 40 cents produced.a revenue of $3,936,~ 


874; now a levy of 50 cents produces $2,100,000, anc 
the State cannot stand any more. The aggregate 


of city, county, State, and Federal exactions is 344 
per cent., or $3 334 on every hundred dollars of 
our taxable values. The expenses of the State 
Government, including schools, amount at 
least to $1,400.000; before the Readjusterg 
came in they were $1,600,000. The annual 
surplus over expenses cannot exceed $700,- 
000, and there is also a floating debt o 
$2,552,372. But the interest account under the Mc- 
Culloch bill would average more than a million a 
year for 10 years, and after that at 4 and 5 per cent. 
it would be still more. In 1866-7 the debt was con- 
sidered by the Legislature. Without any correct 
knowledge, it assumed the whole debt of the old 
undivided State. Yet it levied a tax of only 14 
cents, which was insufficient for the-support of the 
Government alone. Nothing more was done till 
the Funding bill of 1870. This bill assumed that the 
taxable values of the State were $743,000,000, when, 
in fact, they were but $336,386,433, and this upom 
an assessment higher than in New-York or Pennsyl- 
vania. This bill capitalized all interest which — 
accrued, and it undertook to fix a principal deb 
of $45,000,000, of which two-thirds, or $30,000,- 
000, was taken to be the part of Virginia, and 
the other third deferred and certitied to a 
settlement with West Virginia. It gave tha 
self-executing, tax-receivable coupons. . Publi 
. opinion declared against this measure, and’ electe 
‘a General Assembly overwhelmingly against it. 
Meantime, $20,000,000 had been funded under it be< 
fore the repealing act was passed. That portion 
was known as the consol debt. The remaining 
$10,000,000 not thus funded was known as tha 
*peeler debt. Under the operation of the funding 
- measure and the repealing act the ’peeler creditorg 
got no interest, while the consol creditors got only 
a portion of theirs by the sale of the tax-receiva- 
ble coupons through brokers to speculators, The 
tax had been raised to 50 cents, but even with that 
levy the revenue was only $2,430,000, and :the  ex- 
penses of Government were $1,600,000. Larga 
,arrearages foliowed, and there came a general de 
mand for readjustment. 

“ The plain alternatives were readjustment or in, 
creased taxation. Yet cut of 140 members of the 
House of Delegates, but 13 of the so-called Debt- 
payers would vote to increase the tax. Stili later; 
with a new accumulation of unpaid interest to the 
amount of $57,000,000, and with a default in school 
moneys of $1,508,000, only four members would 
vote to increase the tax. The ’peeler-holders re- 
ecived no interest at all, and many of .the. schools 
were closed. It was now 1877, and new State 
officers and a Legislature were to be chosen, 
All parties agreed that the tax could «not be 
increased. A large majority of members wera 
elected piedged to readjust the debt within the in, 
come of the State. The Barbour bill was passed ; 
it was only an appropriation bill for one year. It 
set apart 25 cents of the levy for Government pur- 
poses, 10 cents for schools, and 15 cents for inter- 
est. It was vetoed. Then came the Bocock-Fowler 
bill, which proposed to settle on the basis of the 
debt as claimed under the Funding bill of 1871 with 
average interest of 3 2-3 per cent.,. but-it fell still- 
born, and nothing came of it. ig 

“Tt was then that Mr. Hugh McCulloch appeared 
‘and tendered his services to effect a settlement 
with creditors. He was not a bondholder, and did} 
not represent the creditors, but two syndicates in 
New-York and London. His bill embodied the 

roposition accepted and adopted on all sides that 
/Virginia could not stand any increased taxation.) 
In form and purport his'schemefwas an irrepealable: 
contract between Virginia and the brokers. The} 
accumulation of interest on the ’peeler and un-’ 
funded bonds, now aggregating $5,000,000, was ta! 
be capitalized at 50 cents on the dollar; the old) 
bonds to be refunded at parin the proportion of! 
$2 in consols to $1-in ‘peelers;y the new 
bonds to run. for 40 ‘years, at 3. percent.) 
for the first 10 years, .4-for -the next 
20, and 5for the remaining 10. It‘ was easi-4 
ly seen that this was a broker’s job, and that the 
*peeler creditors were te be atrociously victimized 
They had received the equivalent of only two years’, 
interest in eight years, and on each hundred-dollar 
bond there was overdue $36 of interest. This pors 
tion of the debt was chiefly held by guardians and! 
fiduciaries, and they were placed at the mercy of, 
the syndicate. The ’peeler bonds could not be 
funded unless accompanied by consol bonds in the: 
proportion of two of the latter to one of ‘the 
former. Not haying the consols or: the means 
to buy them, the ’peeler holders had.no recourse 
except to hold on.to their barren bonds or sell! 
them. Nobody would buy them but Mr. Mc4 
Culloch’s agents, and for every hundred-dollar 
bond having accrued interest of $36 fundable at 
50 !cents, ‘making a new capital of $118, the agent 
of the syndicates offered only $24. It was mon- 
strous, but the ’peeler holders had no remedy.} 
By this process with the whole ten millions of the; 
*peeler debt, the syndicate could have netted 
$3,500,000 on that alone, without reckoning their 
commissions and profits from other sources on this 
funding job. The bill was thus a measure ef force 
against the ’peeler holders and also against the 
consol holders through the tax certificates whose 
issue was compulsory in default of money for inter 
est, and which were sold at 75 cents on the dollar. 

‘* Following the passage of this bill came the ean- 
vass of the Readjusters against it, who carried tha 
State, won the Legisiature, and elected Gen. Ma‘ 
hone to the Senate. . Of their 20,000 majority, 18,000 
was white majority... Instead of a surplus under 
the McCulloch bill, as had been promised, the 
Funders entirely miscalculated, and there was a 
large deficiency; the money for the schoois and 
asylums was diverted, and a pressing floating debt 
of $2,552,372 was unprovided for. Under this pop- 
ular condemnation the McCulloch bill was aban-! 
doned. On taking possession the Readjusters 
found everything in disorder and confusion—de-, 
falcations, arrearages, the schools closed, the in- 
sane confined in common jails, and general demor- 
alization. They set about an improvement of af- 
fairs. They first inquired, What is the real debt? 
and,next, What can be the utmost stretch of, 
our‘revenues for the payment of interest? Tha 
debt in 1861 was $31,188,000. The Readjusters touk 
two-thirds of it as the debt of Virginia. The prin- 
cipal being thus determined, the utmost rellabie 
surplus admittea only 3 percent. interest. The 
Riddleberger bill, which is the measure of the Re- 
adjuster Party, proceeds to enforce equity on these 
principles. It was to have been submitted to the 
people, and if ratified would have stood as the 
plighted faith of the State. But the Governor ve- 
toed it. The difference between the .princi- 

al debt of Virginia under the Kiddie- 
verger bill and under the McCulloch _ bill 
consists in the fact that the latter capitalized 
the simple and compound interest which ac- 
crued during the period of war and reconstruc. 
tion. The Readjusters reject this claim for interest 
as ruled out by the exigencies of war and various 
other reasons. Independengof that, the exaction 
is beyond the ability of the State. The highest net 
revenue under the levy which nobody proposes to 
increase is $2,100,000; the Government expenses re~ 

uire $900,000, the schools $500,000. leaving only 

700,000 to be ee to the debt. This will pay 3 
per cent. on $20,000,000, and leave asurplus of 100, 
000.. But there is a pressing floating debt of $2,552.< 
000, which, if the credit of the State is re-established, 
can be. provided for by a short loan. 

“These facts are to be remembered: First, that 
no party in Virginia proposes to increase the tax, 
and the Debt-payers have several. times refused to 
do so; second, that under every proposed schemes 
which the Debt-payers have offered they have de, 
clined to levy a tax sufficient for {ts requirements; 
third, that every scheme proposed by the Debt- 
payers has begun by repudiating a part of the 
public obligations, as was true of the original 
Funding bill and of the McCulloch bill; fourth, 
that every party in Virgiuia, the so-called Debt- 
payers included, proposes to readjust the debt.” 

sen. Mahone insists that he and his party are not 
repudiators, but that they take the honest method 
ot determining the entire legitimate debt of the 
State. and then of paying the highest rate of inter- 

est which the resources and revenues of the State 
will permit. After meeting the imperative de- 
mands of the Government and the schools on an 
economical basis, they propose to apply all their 
remaining means to the public creditor. Gen. Ma- 
hone says: “ We acknowledge every dollar that we 
believe we justly owe, and weintend to pay it; and 
if we ask an abatement in the rate of interest, it is 
our poverty. and not our will, consents.” 

In conclusion he says: “And with the readjust- 
ment of the debt as proposed, the Readjustérs 
come into full control of the Commonwealth, re- 
move the Bourbon reacticnists from place and 
power, and start Virginia on a new career of prog- 
ress, prosperity, and greatness. Free suffrage for 
all men; a fair count at the polls: free bear ary 
for all children, and an impartial administration © 
the Constitution and the laws. for ail citizens will 
be the internal policy of the liberal party which 
shall have dethroned the Bourbons. And with re- 
spect to the nation and our sister States, the same 
liberal party will insist upon and inculcate honest 
submission of the results of the war; due observ: 
ance of the Constitutional amendments, the Re- 
construction acts, and all the other expressed and 
imphed conditions that accompanied the restora- 
tion of Virginia to the Union: the cultivation of 
fraternal relations with our fellow-citizens of every 
quarter, and the removal of sectional jealousies 
and race distinctions in all our politics.”

ENTS TO THE CHILDREN FROM ROYAL-

Loxpon, Christmas Eve.—‘‘ Your ’and 
Guv’nor, your ’and!’”? Iam morally deaf to 
the real meaning of the “‘gush’’ of the hour, 
but, like the hero of the comedy at Wallack’s, I 
make pretense of a geniality I do not alto- 
gether feel concerning our ‘‘ Merry Christmas 
and a Happy New Year!’ which men are 
wishing each other in the streets, while hunger 
presses its nose against the pastry cooks’ win- 
dows; and which ladies are chanting pleas- 
antly to each other while starvation supplies 
corpses for pauper funerals. “Your ‘and, 
Guv’nor, your ’and!”’ The bells are ringing. 
Cant sidles up to devotion and goes to church. 
Wealth presents to poverty its annual doles. 
The discipline of Bumbledom is relaxed this 
oncein 12 months. Oliver Twist may almost 
venture to ask for a ‘‘second help’ of the 
workhouse’s Christmas pudding. Tiny Tim 
will havea good dinner to-morrow if hestarves 
the rest of the year. But even the most con- 
scious stricken and Providence propitiating 
charity of the time will fail toreach thousands 
of hopeless creatures in this vast metropolis. 
But ‘Your ’and, Guv’nor, your ’and!” Qs- 
tentatious benevolence will walk abroad to- 
morrow and there will be a great show of re- 
ligious exercise. It will not be all show. 
Heaven forbid that I should libel this great 
metropolis; but at notimeof the year does 
the wealth and poverty of the town come out 
tomy fancy in such striking contrast as at 
Christmas. We are certamly too rich and 
too poor in London. No other metropolis has 
such violent contrasts. Beyond doubt no 
other city in the world can compare with Lon- 
don for solid wealth; and you shall find here 
more misery in a day than you shall seeina 
year traveling through all the‘leading cities of 
the United States. There issomething serious- 
ly wrongin this, The social reformer says it 
is drink that is rotting the lower classes of 
London, and an earnest crusade has been begun 


against the gin fiend. No better movement | 


has ever been made in the direction of encour- 
aging temperance than that which is repre- 
sented in “‘the coffee tavern.’’? These estab- 
lishments are springing up in every quarter of 
the metropolis. They are cheerful restaurants, 
where everything can be obtained except in- 
toxizating liquors. The prices are more than 
moderate. You can getaclass of milk and a 
sandwich at some of them for 4 cents. Chops 
and steaks and mineral waters are cheap in 
proportion. The places are clean and attrac- 
tive to look at; the service is excellent. Some 
of these taverns are paying concerns. Most 
of them have been established by private sub- 
scription. The prettiest among them is in 
Regent’s Park. There is one in Bow-street 
brilliantly lighted with electric lamps. A 
step still further in advance toward making 
temperance pleasant is the scheme of “cof- 
fee music falls” or “coffee variety en- 
tertainments,’’ which have just been started 
at the Victoria Theatre. One of the 
most popular forms of amusements among 
the working classes is the music hall, where 
beer or spirits and wines are consumed during 
the variety performances. ‘‘ The coffee music 
hall” is to provide equally excellent entertain- 
ments to the existing halls, supplying temper- 
ance refreshments instead of alcohol. The au- 
diences are allowed to smoke during the sing- 
ing, dancing and semi-theatrical displays on 
the stage. The commencement of the scheme 
is promising, the directors having engaged the 
services of a well-known concert and variety 
impresario, Mr. W. J. Bullock, late of Liver- 
pool, who will be remembered in the United 
States as the director of a wonderful puppet 
show which was popular at one time at St. 
James’s Hall, London. 


FORCE AND PERSUASION. 


Sir William Harcourt, an important mem- 
ber of her Majesty’s Government, assisted at 
the opening of a coffee tavern at Derby this 
week. It was expected that he would fore- 
cast on this occasion the policy of the Govern- 
ment in regard to some possible changes in the 
licensing laws, The Liberals are regarded as 
the enemies of the publican. It was quite cer- 
tain that at the last general election ‘‘ John 
Barleycorn”’ was vigorously on the side of the 
Conservatives. He looks to the Tories for the 
minimum of interference with his trade, and 
to the Liberals for the maximum. Mr. Glad- 
stone has long been a terror to the publican, 
though it is absolutely certain that his intro- 
duction of free trade in the ‘sale of 
wines and spirits has proved a_ serious 
blow to temperance. A large and active 
party among the Liberals is in favor 
of stringent restrictions upon the miscella- 
neous sale of intoxicating drinks, and they are 
anxious above all things for the closing of pub- 
lic houses on Sundays. Sir William Harcourt 
is in a position to tell them how far the Gov- 
ernment is inclined to go with them, but he 
declines to be drawn out. He said he was not 
in a position to tell them the secrets of the 
Cabinet in regard to their views and intentions 
touching the licensing system. For what he 
let drop, however, it seems clear that the 
Cabinet have the subject of drink under con- 
sideration. Sir William, whois nothing if he 
is not jocular and anecdotical, explained to 
the meeting that the sin of drunkenness is not 
confined to the lower or uneducated classes. 
The greatest scholar England ever had, the 
celebrated Porson, used to get drunk. One 
satisfactory thing he dweltupor is the growing 
understanding that drink is not necessary 
for the maintenance of physical strength. 
*‘T remember,’’ he said, ‘‘a story Mr. Mundella 
picked up at Sheffield. He told me he was 
speaking to some working men, and he showed 
them a great stalwart man, with strong arms 
and legs, employed in one of the iron-works, 
and he said to them, ‘ Look, this man drinks 
nothing but water, and he is as strong as any 
of you.? The men answered. ‘Oh, yes, we 
know that; we can work without the drink, 
but we cannot play without it.’”’ Sir William 
did not apply the moral of the story, which he 
might have done to the purpose of the coffee 
music hall, and also to the duties of Gov- 
ernments, which ought to protect a man from 
the poison of the adulterer of beer and the 
poison of filthy ballads. The temperance en- 
tertainments will do much to meet these evils. 
except in the case of men who fancy they must 
drink strong waters when they are “ recrea- 
ting.”’ Men who feel this to be a necessity are 
left to the tender mercies of the lowest kind of 
impostor, the purveyor of vicious spirit and 
adulterated beer. r. Gladstone’s leutenant 
made an excellent point, however, out of his 
next anecdote. He had been visiting the Derby 
ichina-works, where he had seen two interesting 
porcenas groups. They consisted of donkeys 
‘in different attitudes; one donkey was drawing 
‘along a road, and a man was patting it on the 
‘back and leading it quietly; that was called 
**Persuasion.’’ The other donkey was hanging 
‘back, and was being dragged by a brutal man 
standing in front, and that was called ‘** Force.”’ 
“Now,” he said, ‘‘it seems to me that these 
two groups are very instructive to any one 
occupied with public affairs.’”’ The listeners 
laughed. ‘‘I will bring these two groups un- 
der the consideration of her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment.” Again the audience laughed, 
though the point was against them; for they 
were chiefly teetotalers, and these persons 
who advocate temperance so persistently are 
‘morally the most intemperate of men; they 
would compel the sober man to drink 
nothing but water for the sake of the fool who 
cannot touch wine without making a beast of 
himself. Sir William Harcourt committed 
neither himself nor the Government further 
than this declaration against ‘* Force,’’ and the 
story was intended to apply -to other fields of 
legislation besides the Spirituous Liquors Li- 
censing act. It carried a sly rebuke to the 
crowd who think and say that the Government 
should occupy something more than an atti- 
tude of ‘‘ persuasion”? toward “ Irish rebels.’’ 
Supposing the Irish question is pulled through 
without an outbreak and a fight with the 
troops, Mr. Gladstone will thank his clever 
henchman for exploitering the moral he dis- 
covered in the china groups at Derby. 


CHRISTMAS AT OSBORNE. 


The festal season is fraught with many sad 
associations for Queen Victoria. It was ap- 
ees the eve of Christmas-tide when the 

rince Consort’s death cast a gloom over the 
land and left the Queen inconsolable. Nine 
years ago the Qneen’s Christmas was passed in 
the anxiety of the Prince of Wales’s serious 
illness, and in 1878 the death of the Princess 
Alice twined the cypress once more with the 
holly and the mistletoe. In Prince Albert’s 
days Christmas was a right or time at Os- 
borne.

To-night ;(Christmas Eve) her Ma- 
jesty receives the children who live on the 
Osborne estates, and “presents them from a 
Christmas tree with toys, trinkets, and 
books. In presence of her ladies-in-waiting 
and any guests who are staying with her she 
hands the gifts herself toeach child. The little 
ones are feasted afterward, and have ‘‘a right 

ood time.”” On the evening of New Year’s 

ay there 1s a Christmas tree for the upper 
servants of the household. ‘‘ Christmas trees”’ 
were first introduced at court by the Prince 
Consort. On Christmas Day the Queen, the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, and the mem- 
bers of the royal household attend divine ser- 
vice at Whiffingham Church. Upon the din- 
ner table at the castle Christmas fare is con- 
spicuous, including a baron of beef, turkeys, 
and plum-pudding. .The servants all dine to- 
gether in the hall, and the employes on the 
estate outside the royal home have ‘‘an allow- 
ance’ in money. A few days ago the custom- 
ary ‘royal bounty”’ in London was distributed 
at Whitehail. he Queen’s almoner gives 
away to over 1,000 poor persons the sum 
of about $2,000. On New Year’s Day 
$1,000 is distributed in gifts to 1,200 poor 
people of Windsor and Clewes. The rd 
High Almoner and the Dean of Windsor make 
these presents in the absence of the Queen, and 
they take the form of coals, meat, and ‘* Christ- 
mas cheer.’’ Then there are royal clothing 
clubs, and other charities te which the Queen 
contributes largely. She sends presents, of 
game to many of the public hospitals, The 
season is not forgotten at Balmoral though the 
ménage there is small when the Queen is not 
at her favorite Scotch residence. This year 
the weather is mild and fine. To-day the sun 
was shining gloriously over London. You 
could walk or ride about almost in Summer 
costume, An overcoat of the lighest descrip- 
tion was too warm. To-night it is star-light, 
and I am writing with a firein the grate for 
companionship, not for heat. Her Majesty 
will look out from her windows over miles of 
green turf upon a calm sea. The last Christ- 
mas the Prince Consort ever saw will be long 
remembered as one of the coldest we had ex- 
perienced during half a century. 


CYPRESS WITH THE HOLLY. 


Itis, asI said before, asadly notable fact that 

our Christmases are sc eae marked by na- 
tional calamities or the deaths of famous and 
popular persons. The grave has just closed over 
one of the best-liked ladies in society. The 
Duchess of Westminster was a favorite at 
“Court and one of the most amiable and gra- 
cious of Duchesses. Yesterday we buried Frank 
Buckland, the naturalist. To-day we mourn 
the death of George Eliot. The Standard is 
wrong in crediting Warwickshire with the 
honor of having given birth to Shakespeare 
and the author of ‘“* Adam Bede.’? George 
Eliet was a native of Derbyshire, which also 
counts Florence Nightingale among its fa- 
mous women. It is only six monthssince George 
Eliot (Miss Mary Ann Evans) married her 
financial egent and adviser, Mr. J. W. Cross. 
On Sunday last, though not in her usual 
health, she was well enough to see her friends. 
On nOny. she complained of sore throat. 
Two days later her medical attendant found 
the pericardium seriously affected, and at 
night she passed away quietly and without 
pain at the age of 60, In America you know 
as much about this gifted woman and _ her 
works as we do on this side, for her books have 
been read and reviewed and criticised even 
more on your side of the Atlantic. than here, 
while many Americans have written person- 
als about her and special letters on her career 
in the various journals of the United States, She 
led a very guiet and unostentatious life. There 
was a certain class of society who would hard- 
ly have ‘‘ received”’ her had she cared to enter 
it, for her relationship with Mr. Lewes was 
always a subject of scandal and gossip in 
‘* straight-laced’? communities. Mr. Lewes 
introduced her first literary work to the 
world, and wrote exhaustive reviews of her 
books in the great papers with which he was 
connected. He was ever her devoted friend 
and admirer, she his,’ and had they met 
earlier in life they would have een 
a happy married couple. As it was, they 
lived an intellectual and philosophic compan- 
ionship. When he died it was thought she 
would break down entirely, but,as if to justify 
the criticism of proverbial philosophy, which 
is ‘‘death on feminine contrariness,’’ she 
woke up and got married. Her death is sin- 
cerely mourned. She might have committed 
all kinds of eccentricities, and England would 
have forgiven her out of its admiration for 
her genius and its love for all that was great 
and good and brave in her life. The bells toll- 
ing for her death leave off to ring out their 
“ tidings of great joy,’’ the jangle strangely 
out of tune and harsh, for the newsboys in 
the streets are calling ont, ‘* Attack by the 
Boers and slaughter of 200 British troops.”’ 

At first the news ofa disaster at the Cape 
was contradictediin official circles; but Messrs. 
Corrie, who used to bring special informa- 
tion from Durban during the Zulu war, turned 
out to have brought reliable data. The affair 
is little short of a surprise and.a massacre. In 
their proclamation, the Dutchmen expressed 
a full intention to avoid bloodshed. ‘It lies 
in your hands to appeal to arms, which God 
forbid |” they said. Yet a wagon train scat- 
tered in easy marching order, extending near- 
ly a mile in length, and without any idea of 
hostilities or a knowledge that the Boers are in 
rebellion, is surprised by overwhelming num- 
bers of Boer horsemen. One hundred and 
twenty English soldiers feil (the force consisted 
of 250) and some others were talren pemeen’, 
while a few got away with thecolors. The 
intelligence is at present somewhat bald {in 
detail; but itleaves on the mind the broad fact 
that without parley or declaration of war a 
British ere has been assaulted and almost 
annihilated by a superior force lying in wait 
for them. This puts an end to negotiations. 
England is at war with the Boers, and the 
Christmas bells willonce more sound a mourn- 
ful knell to many households whose sons are in 
service at the Cape of Good Hope. The so- 
called national press of Ireland will rejoice as 
they did over the battle of Isandula. Will the 
sister Kingdom arouse us some morning with 
a murderous rising? Many think she will. 

If this happens, the Irish may find a greater 
preparedness of military dispositions than they 
think possible. Within the past 48 hours Mr. 
Gladstone has consented to more stringent 
measures in cin pein to the peace of Ireland 
than those which have as yet characterized his 
Government. That much more is nacessary 
than he deems requisite goes now without wey: 
ing, and every hour gives new proof of the 
serious aspect of affairs. The Customs officials 
have boarded and found arms and powder in 
two ships. The Orange clubs are now ac- 
tive in distributing weapons among the Prot- 
estants, and they are also sending officers of 
their own to districts where their aid_ and al- 
liance may be asked for. But the Land League 
is in such thorough possession of man 
places that the people who refuse to join them 
seek safety in silence, waiting et. for 
the end. Mr. Northcote, Conservative Mem- 
ber of Parliament, who was Sir Stafford 
Northcote’s Under Secretary during the late 
Government, spoke on the Irish question at 
Exeter yesterday. He was both bitter and 
personal in his criticism of Mr. Gladstone. He 
said he believed the real reason of the inactivity 
of the Government was that they think by al- 
lowing violence to reach certain limits the 
landlords will agree to anything. He de- 
clared that Irish distress was not half 
so serious as agitators made out. Mere 
party politicians, such as Mr. Nerthcote, 
are incapable of taking a broad, open, and im- 
partial view of a national question on its 
merits. Mr. Northcote merely takes the op- 
posite side to the Parnellone. [t is the priv- 
ilege of the looker-on to take the happy mean. 
Reforms of a more radical character than that 
suggested by Mr. Northcote are required in 
Ireland; but, in the first place, itis the duty 
of the Government to enforce the law and 
vindicate the existing rights of property. 
Upon whatever subject one begins to write 

just now, the Irish spectre rises up for notice. 

t stands, as it were, a grim figure, with its 
fingers upon a half-drawn curtain. When the 
whole stage is disclosed shall we see the action 
of a bloody revolution or the gathering tem- 
pest — by the Prospero wand of the Lib- 
eral Premier?

BUSINESS MEN AND PUBLIC LIFE. * 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In an editorial in the issue of the 26th inst. 
you justly complain of the apathy of retired men of 
wealth in public affairs, and very properly suggest 
that if they would take an interest we ‘“‘ might 
have a Board of Aldermen composed mainly of re- 
tired business men.” Has it never occurred to you 
that the press is mainly answerable for the reluc- 
tance on the part of that classin our community to 
take public office? Occasionally one of that class 
does manifest an interest in public affairs, and as a 
matter of duty leaves the retirement of private 
life to discharge the duties of public life, being ac- 
tuated entirely by patriotic motives, If by chance 


he advocates a measure antagonistic to the views 
of this or that journal, he is vilified and maligned. 
His course is not criticised with fairness, as if there 
might be a just difference of opinion. No offi- 
cial would object to an honest criticism of 
his views and course, but a_ sensitive 
man does not wish to be dragged into the mire of 
polities. If the individual is sufficiently callous to 
political censure, he is nevertheless loth to have 
the feelings of his er outraged. A worthy citi- 
zen, conceiving it to be his duty to make the personal 
sacrifice to serve his country as a representative of 
his district, honestly expresses his conviction as 
to the authenticity of a certain letter. Immediate- 
ly he is assailed from all sides by a partisan press; 
nay, more, he is attacked from the Bench, because 
he swears in accordance with his belief. If he had 
done otherwise, he would have been a _ per- 
jurer. Few men are willing to run_ that 
gaptlet when they have accumulated a_ suf- 
ficiency to enable them to withdraw from the 
turmoil and conflict of daily life. A young man of 
wealth and social position, willing to set an exam- 
ple to others of his class, enters the politica! arena 
and is elected a State Senator. As he and his fam- 
ily have always sustained a high reputation for in- 
tegrity, itis to be presumed that his motives are 
pure, and yet he is vilified by the press because of 
his course in regard to the rates of fare onthe 
rapid transit roads. As arule, our public officials 
belong to a class who do not heed these vilifica- 
tions, because they live rf political preferment, 
but retired business men will not come to the front 
so long as the press pursues its present course.

POOR VACCINE MATTER. 
To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

The part of the article on vaccine material 
published in this morning’s Times, claiming that 
the doctor’s of the City hospitals did not know 
how to vaccinate, was, so far as the Charity Hos- 
pital is concerned, a miserable excuse for poor vac- 
cine material. In only one instance was the mis- 
take of using the wrong end of the point made, and 


that was by one of the assisstant staff. The house 
staff have performed the vaccinations in exactly 
the same manner as the physicians at Riverside 
Hospital. The first lot of material was acknowl- 
edged by the medical officer representing the Board 
of Health to be very poor, ‘not a case taking,” 
and it worked as poorly here as he acknowledged 
it did outside. The officer stated that they occasion- 
ly got a poor lot of material for reasons unknown. 
Those of the house staff who had not been recently 
vaccinated used this material on each other with- 
out being told of its poor quality, twice, and in one 
instance three times, and finally obtained points for 
themselves at Caswell & Hazard’s which were suc- 
cessful in every instance. I might also state that 
all of the vaccinations in the wards, with the first 
lot, were performed by this representative of the 
Board of Health. The second lot was used partly 
by the representative and partly by the House 
Physician and was more successful. Surely we 
ought to be able to trust material supplied by the 
Board of Health as much if not more than that ob- 
tained from other sources.

PROF. MOMMSEN AND THE JEWS. 
From the London Times. 

Prof. Mommsen has done excellent service to 
trud Liberalism in Germany by his pamphlet on the 
agitation against the Jews. It has already reached 
a third edition, and is likely to produce considerable 
impression on the classes who have been influenced 


by the illiberal rhetoric of Prof. Treitschke. All 
éducated Germans take a certain pride in Momm- 
sen’s fame, and students es porn will take advice 
from him which they would hardly consent to re- 
ceive from any other teacher. It is, of course, easy 
for him to prove that the agitation is opposed to 
the most distinctive ideas of modern times, but he 
further shows that it is an evidence of ingratitude 
on the part of the Germans, who vuwe much 
of what is best in their political life to Jewish infiu- 
ence. At the same time he does not hesitate to ex- 
pross his conviction that the Jews might, if they 
ae overcome by a slight sacrifice much of the 
ll-will which is now directed against them. The peo- 
ple of Sleswick-Holstein, of Hanover, and of other 
States which have been absorbed in Prussia, have: 
voluntarily given up many of their special customs; 
and Mommsen suggests that the Jews, following this 
example, would do well to abandon some of the 
outward characteristics by which they have hither- 
to insisted on marking themselves off from their 
German neighbors.

HOLDERS OF THE FOUR PER CENTS. 

A Washington telegram to the Cincinnati 
Commercial says: “Inthe Treasury Department 
there is an interesting set of books, printed and 
hound. But they are not open to public inspection. 
These books contain the name and residence of 
every holder of registered 4 per cent. bonds in the 
United States. The amounts range from $50, which 
is the smallest, up to $51,000,000, which is the largest 
sum owned by one person. This latter sum is 
owned by W. H. Vanderbilt, and upon it he draws 
$510,000 in interest every 90 days. A check for that 
amount is mailed to him quarterly. At the same 
time the owner of a fifty-dollar bond receives 50 
cents.. These bonds are very popular, and the 
books of the department show but comparatively 
few transfers, Outside of the Vanderbilt family 
there is no single individual who owns over $5,000,- 
000 of registered bonds. Those who own $1,000,- 
000 are not numerous. Quite a number—several 
hundred, in fact—in different portions of the coun- 
try have over $100,000."’

IRELAND'S GREAT LAND-OWNERS, 


From London {Truth. 

The following figures in regard to the owner- 
ship of Irish land are interesting: One man owns 
170,000 acres; 3 men own 100,000 acres each; 14 
men, 50,000 acres each; 90 men, 20,000 acres each; 
135 men, 10,000 acres each, and 452 men, 5,000 acres 
each. The Association of Salters own 19,000 acres; 
the Drapers, 000 acres; the Merchants, 21,000 
acres; the Skinners, 24,000 acres; the Fishmongers, 
20,000 acres; the Ironmongers, 10,000 acres, and the 
Grocers, 10,000 acres. It is not, therefore, any ex- 
aggeration to say that of the £21,000,000 which is 
annual Irish rental, at least £12,000,000 is spent out 
of the country, and where, asinthe case of Ire- 
land, the country is not weetet: d has no.other 
industry except oe this state of things, 
until remedied, productive of want and. 
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The share speculation was decidedly 
strong, with Western Union as the most con- 
spicxous feature, the stock being in sharp de- 
mand, especially toward the close, when darge 
blocks changed hands at rapidly rising quota- 
tions. Various rumors were circulated to ac- 
count for the advance in the shares; which 
were of a most conflicting character, and the 
majority, if not all, were doubtless set afloat 
for purely speculative effect. So far as can be 
ascertained there is little, if any, prospect of 
the consolidation of the rival telegraph com- 

anies, and it is evident that the Western Union 

irectors do not look toward any such 
eventuality, as plainly appears from the fact 
that they have recently been making quite 
considerable reductions in the working ex- 
penses in order to prepare for the contest they 
seem to regard as inevitable. It is certain 
also that the rival line is prosecuting its exten- 
sions with great vigor, The Vanderbilt prop- 
erties were very firmly held, and pon a 
general advance in prices. Among the coal 
stocks, Delaware and Hudson was notably 
strong, and rose 3 @ cent. on brisk purchases, 
induced by reports that the long-exvected divi- 
dend would be declared. The other anthracite 
shares also shared largely in the gen- 
eral ;advance. The South-westerns were 
fairly well sustained, and, with the ex- 
ception of Nashville and Chattanooga, show an 
advance on the day?s transactions. In the mis- 
cellaneous list, Indiana, Bloomington and West- 
ern was conspicuous for an advance of 4 # 
cent. in the morning, but reaeted 2 # cent. at 
the close. Investment shares were strong, 
more especially Panama, which sold up to 
21914, the last previous sale having been 212. 
The highest figures of the day were current in 
the final sales, and the market closed strong at 
an advance in the general list of 44 to 33% ® 
cent., as compared with yesterday’s closing

A: DESPERATE OUTLAW.

One of the most desperate outlaws.and'blood- 


thirsty bandits-of: modern times has recently been 
put to death at Stiepanovich,.a small mountain 
village in the Diakovar districtof Croatia. This 


ruffian, Imbro Brkanies by name, has been the ter- 
ror of the whole country side, from Nasice to Mos- 
lefvina, for several years past. On more than one 
occasion he had encountered the gendarmerie sent 
out to take him, dead or alive, after he had _ com- 
mitted some peculiarly atrocious deed, and. had 
beaten them off by sheer hard fighting. About 
three weeks ago, however, having waylaid and 
plundered the Mayor of Stiepanovich, as that fune- 
tionary was waneee the village taxes to the 
neighboring town of Fericance, Brkanics committed 
the imprudence of visiting two women, in order to 
spend some of his booty upon.a drunken revel in 
their company. Having feasted to heart’s con- 
tent, and boasted, in his cups, of several homicidal 
exploits, one of which Soppenee to have resulted 
in the death of a former lover of one of his host- 
esses, he retired to rest. As soon as he was fast 
asleep, it being then early morning, the girls set off 
to Nasice and informed the officer in command of 
the gendarmerie detachment there that Imbro 
Brkanics was under lock and key in-their ee 
near Stiepanovich. Forthwith a party of 14 
gendarmes wag dispatched thither, and, as 
soon as the house had been surrounded, 
the. girls were sent in to rouse the sleep- 
ing robber and persuade him to.come out 
{ntotthe garden, Presently he appeared at the 
door, which was slammed to benind his back b 
one of his fair betrayers. Perceiving the gend- 
armes, he darted into an orchard communicating 
with the garden, took cover among the plum trees, 
and opened firé with a double-barreled rifie and a 
revolver. His first discharge killed the Sergeant in 
command of the per. —— the men closed 
epee him with a rush, he shota gendarmenamed 
‘Mathias Grgecs‘through the heart, and broke 
away, Vaulting the orchard fence, into the 
country., He had not, however, run 50 ‘ore 
lectile brought him. down, stone.

It has not paid the faintest 
or most cursory attention to the reduction of 
taxation, and it has, with the assistance, we 
regret to say, of a good many Republicans, 
squandered the revenue right and left. That 
it may reverse this policy is possible; that it 
will do so, is not probable. The party has 
no intelligible principles in regard to either 
taxation or finance, and: even in the leisure 
of opposition, it is not likely to develop any.

Fair rents are what is 
aimed at, and if they are to be obtained in 
this manner, neither party ought to complain. 


The long expected manifesto from the 
State Committee of Virginia Readjusters has 
not fulfilled its promise. 1t may be remem- 
bered that Gen. Manonn, the United States 
Senator-elect, in regard to whose position 
upon national politics there has been so 
much speculation, is the Chairman of the 
committee, and as such expresses its 
views. This being the case, it was 
fully anticipated that the paper would 
in some way give an indication of 
the course which he intends to pursue in 
the Senate. Those who held such expecta- 
tion have been disappointed. The address 
contain only passing allusion to the affairs 
of the Nation, and with this exception is 
devoted entirely to State and local matters. 
As was assured in advance, it denounces in 
ummeasured terms the so-called Funder 
Democrats of Virginia; charges them with 
acting ia the interest of stock jobbers, and 
declares, not without some show of 
reason, that the ‘‘Readjusters’’ are 
more earnest in the desire to satis- 
factorily settle the State debt questions 
than are their opponents. Further* than 
this, the address has a great deal to say 
against Bourbonism, and represents that the, 


Readjuster Party, because of its honesty of 
purpose, liberality, and independence, is 
worthy the confidence of both the whites 
and blacks in Virginia. Allof which is a very 
good introduction to a careful statement of the 
importance of the State election which is to 
occur next Fall, and an appeal for support 
in that contest. In short, instead of throw- 
ing any light upon the subject, the Read- 
justers’ address leaves the probability of 
Gen, MAnone’s course in the Senate even 
more a matter of doubt than it has been. 
It is only known that he was elected by the 
aid of Republican votes, and that he pro- 
fesses no friendship for his old Demo- 
cratic associates. Nor is it at all likely 
that he will clearly define his position wutil 
the new Senate meets He is too good a 
politician not to know the power of inde- 
pendence, and with the prospect of a Re- 
publican. Senator being elected from Ten- 
nessee he cannot fail to be aware that he 
may, by maintaining that independence and 
refusing to go into either the Republican or 
Democratic caucuses, make for himself a 
place of more commanding influence than 
can be hoped for by any of his associates in 
the upper house. 


In our uews columns appears the an- 
nouncement that certain claims against the 
City assigned to Jupson. Jarvis by his 
father-in-law, the late ex-Sheriff Brennan, 
have been decided for the second time 
against the City in-default of any defense. 
The claims amount to \$48;764, and in J uly 
last, in the Court of Common Pleas, judg- 
ments on them.were entered against the 
City by default. These judgments were 
vacated, and the City was given an oppor- 
tunity to put ina defense. The opportunity 
was not embraced, and the judgments have 
been reinstated. Considering the origin and 
character of these claims and the very ex- 
pensive legal talent which the City retains to 
defend its interests, it would be interesting 
toknow why the Law Department should 
have twice neglected to put in an appear- 
ance in the case. 

THE ELECTORAL COUNT AGAIN. 

It is reported from Washington that the 
Democrats are determined to pass in the 
House the Morgan resolutions in regard to 
the Electoral count. They will find some 
difficulty in doing so, arising from several 
sources, In the first place, a goodly num- 

ber of the Democratic members have lost 
their interest in the proceedings of the present 
Congress, and habitually absent themselves 
from its sessions. In the next place, of those 
who remain, a considerable proportion are 
much more concerned in the particular pro- 
visions of the various appropriation bills 
which affect their districts than they are in 
the declaration of the Alabama view of 
the proper method for counting the Elec- 
toral votes, Then there are others who do 
not believe in the soundness of the 
Alabama doctrine, or in the propriety 
of insisting upon it at the present 
time; who think, on the contrary, that 
there is no shadow of uncertainty as to who 
was elected President, or as to who should 
be duly declared elected. Finally, the Re- 
publicans are entirely united in the resolu- 
tion that no such policy as that invented by 
Senator MorGan shall be adopted by Con- 
gress, and that the orderly, timely, and un- 
disputed inauguration of the President-elect 
shall be provided for*in due time, if the 
power of the minority is able to accom- 
plish it. 

Under these circumstances the determina- 
tion of a few hare-brained leaders to take 
advantage of the peculiar situation of af- 
fairs to insist upon an extreme settlement of 
a doubtful question in regard to the Elec- 
toral count, is not likely to be carried out. 
It certainly cannot be, unless the body 
of Democratic representutives have utterly 
lost their ordinary political sense. The 
Democratic Party has for too many years 
been engaged in winning for itself the repu- 
tation of grasping at power on every tech- 
nical pretext and sacrificing the essential 
purposes of our institutions to quibbles that 
might help it along. The fecling on 
the part of the country that the party 
was not inclined to act in good 
faith, and that it was willing to 
bring the Government when it had con- 
trol into great danger if a party advan- 
tage could be obtained by perverting the 
forms of law at the expense of its substance, 
had a good deal to do with the unpopularity 
of the party. If now, because the party has 
a majority in both branches of Congress, and 
because a joint rule of the two houses 
is the ordinary mode by which their pro- 
ceedings shall be regulated when they meet 
to witness the Electoral count, the majority 
shall declare that no such joint rule shall be 
adopted, and no count shall take place un- 
less they are permitted to assert their ex- 
treme theory as to the method of the count, 
the country will be justly indignant. Noone 
supposes that there is any doubt as to who 
has been elected President of the United 
States, or as to the duty of the two houses of 
Congress to perform such functions as the 
Constitution imposes upon them with refer- 
ence to the counting of the votes. It is 
hardly conceivable that the Bourbon 
leaders in Congress really entertain the 
purpose of plunging the country into 
confusion over the form of carrying into 
effect the unquestioned act of the people, 
simply in order to gain the benefit of 
a precedent in favor of the Bourbon 
‘doctrine. Such a precedent would 
‘have no binding force. It could be 
“upset by the Senate and House four years 
hence should they be Republican. Should 
they be Democratic, the theory now ad- 
vanced could then be acted upon as 
readily, no matter what the present disposi- 
tion of the subject might be. Nothing less 
;than political madness could induce the 
‘Democrats to stake everything upon the pas- 
‘sage-of the Morgan resolutions, and if they 
‘finally resort to such a course, it will only 
‘be another proof of the incapacity for the 
‘honest discharge of their duty in public 
affairs which they showed in connection 
‘with the last extra session, and their long 
and barren struggle to coerce the Executive 
into the abandonment of his constitutional 
rights. 

In a country governing itself under a 
written Constitution, the people are com- 
pelled to demand of every party reasonable 
forbearance and a wholesome and sensible 
effort to make the institutions of the country 
work easily and with substantial efficiency. 
Just as all courts are required. by one of the 
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oldest and best established rules, to interpret 
laws, when there is any doubt as_ to 
their meaning, so as td make them 
operative, if possible, so in our national 
legislature the majority is in duty bound 
to so perform its part as to give full 
effect to the Constitution. If the majority 
of a moment, happening to be intrusted 
with a purely formal participation in the 
process for declaring the result of an 
election, refuses to perform its task 
unless it can be allowed a_ narrow, 
partisan advantage, it really performs 
an act of gross and _ unjustifiable 
usurpation, of which public opinion will not 
fail to take cognizance. Noreal and perm2- 
nent advantage can be gained from any such 
trickery. We have already been brought 
into a situation disagreeable enough, and even 
dangerous enough, by the unfortunate indefi- 
niteness of the constitutional provisions re- 
garding the Electoral count. At that time there 
was areal and sinceré difference of opinion 
as to the result of the election. Now there 
isnone. Then it was a mattér of immedi- 
ate consequence on what interpretation of a 
disputed provision of the Constitution the 
action of the two houses should proceed. 
Now it is a matter of no essential importance 
whatever. The party which seeks to en- 
force its peculiar views’ at the risk of 
bringing about anything like the com- 
plications of four years ago will 
deserve, and will incur, the condemnation of 
the country. We believe we are justified in 
thinking that there are enough Democrats 
in Congress who appreciate this fact to 
prevent any such unfortunate and disgrace- 
ful outcome of the present situation. We 
are confident that if it be threatened the 
representatives of the party which is in a 
majority in the Union, if not in the Con- 
gress, will know how to prevent it. 
A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

A resolution was offered in the House of 
Representatives, yesterday, and referred to 
the Committee om Foreign Affairs, calling 
ou the President for any information he 
may have in regard to the allegations of 
Prof. Hrnp that fraudulent evidence and 
altered official documents were used by rep- 
resentatives of the British Government be- 
fore the Halifax Commission of 1877 for the 
purpose of deceiving the arbitrators and _se- 
curing anunjust award. This was made the 
occasion by Mr. Newserny, of Michigan, for 
reiterating the charges on his own account 
in the most categorical manner and calling 
for a special investigation. He seemed dis- 
posed to assume somewhat hastily that the 
British Government had been cognizant of 
fraud in the presentation of the case at 
Halifax for the last two years without giv- 
ing any indication of a desire to inquire into 
the mrtter, and he therefore regarded it as 
proper for Congress to take measures to ex- 
pose the business, But it is not well to be too 
ready to proceed on assumptions and to 
make haste with charges so serious. Prof. 
Hinp has been trying to urge the Canadian 
Parliament into making an investigation, 
and it has not yet declined to do so, and it 
is too soon to assume that it will neglect to 
do so. So far as is publicly known, the 
British Government has neither taken action 
of any kind in regard to the matter nor had 
it presented in a manner calling for action. 
It is certainly desirable that any move- 
ment for a reopening of the case of 
the fisheries award should come from the 
British side, and until it is, evident 
that nothing of the kind is likely to happen, 
it would be hardly becoming for us to re- 
sort to pressure. There is no harm in a call 
for information, but it is too soon to make 
definite: charges even in debate. As sug- 
gested by Gen. HAWLEY, the matter may for 
the present be safely left in the hands of 
the Secretary of State. 

Prof. Hrnp’s statements are not to be 
lightiy brushed aside as those of a black- 
mailer, and Sir Joun A. MacponNaALD made 
a mistake when he attempted to dispose of 
them in that way. The Professor is a gen- 
tleman of scientific attainments and, so far 
as appears, of good reputation, and as the 
compiler of the index of evidence before the 
Halifax Commission he has had opportunity 
of knowing whereof he speaks. He professes 
to have been impelled by a sense of duty and 
of honor to make the revelations with which 
his name is connected, and to have resorted 
to publicity only after he had failed to se- 
cure official recognition of his charges. The 
substance of his allegations is that in pre- 
paring and supporting the British case be- 
fore the commission a ‘‘secret document” 
was used containing falsified statistics of 
the Canadian fishery trade for the purpose 
of magnifying the value of the privi- 
leges accorded to the United States by 
the treaty of Washington. He declares 
that these were knowingly used by the Brit 
ish representatives, and that they effected 
the purpose intended. It is possible that the 
award made in November, 1877, is to be in 
part accounted for in this way. It certainly 
was a great surprise to the people of this 
country, and has ever since been regarded as 
altogether in excess of the real value of the 
fishery rights for which we had bound our- 
selves to make such payment as might be 
awarded by the But the 
$5,500,000 was paid in strict accordance 
with the agreement, and we have only 
insisted since that we should enjoy the full 
benefit of what we had acquired at such an 
extravagant price. 

If the award of the Halifax Commission 
was based on fraudulent representations of 
the kind alleged, it concerns the honor of 
Great Britain to ascertain the fact and make 
reparation. With us it is only a question of 
money and of an imposition which we 
shouid only have demeaned ourselves in sus- 
pecting or attempting to meet. It was not 
to be supposed that a friendly Government, 
engaged in carrying out an act of peaceful 
arbitration, would resort to any such trick- 
ery. Nor do we now imagine that the Brit- 
ish Government was cognizant of anything 
of the sort then, or has ‘been con- 
vinced of it since. If such an _ imposi- 
tion was practiced, Great Britain was more 
the victim than the United States. Whatever 
connection Canadian officials may have had 
with it, and however guilty the British agent 
may have been, we cannot believe that the 
real party to the arbitration was cognizant 
of fraud or has been disposed to condone it 
at any time. So far as Canada is concerned, 
it is for her authorities to take such a course 
as their sense of honor may dictate. With 
them we have nothing to do. If they 
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selves or accept the stigma of the un- 
refuted charges of a citizen of their 
own Dominion. If it is clearly shown that 
there is anything calling for irvestigation, 
the British Government can certainly have 
no desire or purpose but to ascertain the 
truth and do justice, It is its business to 
see that searching inquiry is made, and it 
will be becoming in us to await its action, at 
least until we have good reason for conclud- 
ing that it proposes to take no action. Prof. 
Hinp’s charges certainly cannot be altogether 
ignored. 


THEOSOPHICAL DEAD-HEADS. 

There is danger that the American public 
may forget the American Theosophical So- 
ciety, since the better part of this organiza- 
tion has been transplanted to India. The 
Theosophical Society, it should be said, is 
composed of people who have become dis- 
satisfied with the Christian religion as being 
too modern, too commonplace, and too 
easily understood. The Theosophists desire 
something more bric-d-brackish and rococo. 
They seek the attainment of superhuman 
knowledge by physical processes. They aim 
to secure a direct insight into the processes 
of the divine mind and the interior relations 
of the divine nature. The chief, or ‘‘ Boss,”’ 
of this mysterious order is known as the 
Hierophant. At last accounts, Col. H. 8. 
Oxcorr was the Hierophant. One of the 
shining lights of the Theosophical Society 
was Baron PAwm, arich and eccentric no- 
bleman, who made large investments in 
Chicago real estate and Nevada mining 
stocks. In the midst of a search for 
the philosopher’s stone and the elixir 
of life, Baron Paum_ died, leaving 
his real estate and his mining stocks to Col. 
H. 8. OLcorr, in behalf of theosophy, to 
be used by him ‘in the discovery of the true 
religion of humanity. Baron PALM was 
buried according to theosophical notions, 
the ceremonies performed over his remains 
being an eclectic mixture of Christian, Egyp- 
tian, and Brahminic rites, It was generally 
supposed that the bequest of Baron Pam 
enabled Col. OLcorr and his comrades to 
set up in business as explorers of the great 
central thought of the universe. So, min 
ing shares being depressed and Chicago real 
estate inactive, the Theosophists determined 
to find out Gop. 

Joined to Col. OLcorr was Mme. Bia- 
VATSKY, a Russian Princess, a person ad- 
dicted to sitting cross-legged and to 
cigarettes. These two, having run _ the 
gamut from Calvinism and Socinianism, 
through the Greek Church into Spiritism 
and the revelation of the oversoul, de- 
cided that they must go back of the Chris- 
tian era if they would discover the secret of 
the supernatural inthe universe. They argued 
that we get further away from the great central 
soul of the creation as we travel down the 
ages. The new is to be rejected as shoddy. 
The older a thing is, the nearer it is to the 
centrality of nature. This is the way in 
which the Theosophists argue. And it must 
be admitted that they have practiced what 
they have taught. They have gone to India 
to study the oldest of faiths. Unhap- 
pily, several months were wasted in the 
study of Hindustanee. Mme. BLavatsky, 
being a Russian Princess, was naturally 
polyglot. But Hindustanee, it must be ad- 
mitted, in the language of the worldly, 
‘* rather got her,’’ when she was forced to 
study this difficult language in company with 
Col. Oucorr, whose lingual achievements 
had been confined to a mastery of North 
American English, with a strong nasal ac- 
cent due to the east winds and catarrhal in- 
fluences of the North American climate. 

Nothing more bric-i-brac and antique 
than the religion of the Hindus can any- 
where be found. The mere fact that this is 
the oldest religion on the face of the earth 
would seem to establish its genuineness as 
the fundamental faith of the human race. 
Conrucius, MonaMMED, and Jksus CaRIstT, 
according to these searchers after truth, were 
too modern, too recently invented, to be of 
any practical value to mankind. The central 
sun must be sought somewhere in the 
dawning twilight of human_ history. 
So Col. OLrcorr and Mme. BLAvarsxy 
went to India to study the Vedas, the Shas- 
ters, and the seven occult books of Sakya- 
muni. Itis hardly necessary to add that in 
this dusty and moth-eaten religion they found 
something which, when they had mastered 
the Hindustanee the Sanskrit, was 
truly “soul-filling. But the legacy of Baron 
Pam gave out in course of time, and these 
earnest seekers after truth found themselves, 
to use a nautical phrase, ‘‘on their beam- 
ends’’ in the matter of finances. Rents and 
marketing are cheap in India, and our search- 
ers after truth had, moreover, accustomed 
themselves to the vegetable diet which is en- 
joined upon the Hindu, however dlistaste- 
ful it may have been toa gentleman who 
had been accustomed to the chops and steaks 
of Fulton Market. In this emergency, if we 
may believe the report of Col. Oxcorr, re- 
cently sent to his fellow Theosophists in

this City, supernatural powers intervened. 
‘“Things are booming,’’ wrote the Hiero 
phant, ‘‘ and we travel for nothing.’ 

Explanation being sought upon this point, 
it was said that when the Hierophant and 
his companion desired to travel, convey- 
ances were found waiting at their door. 
Mysterious messengers appeared laden with 
free passes, Although the seekers after 
truth never made known to any human be- 
ing their wishes and plans, they could not 
move in the. direction of the fulfillment 
of these without being intercepted by 
silent and irresponsive emissaries, who 
sped them on their way without 
money and without price. On one oc- 
casion Col. OLcorr started from Bombay to 
a distant city to deliver a message which he 
did not understand to a man whose name he 
did not know. On his arrival, a messenger 
appeared at the station und demanded and 
received the message. ‘The wants of 
Col. OLtcorr and Mme. BLAvaTsky are 
met in the most mysterious manner, 
and as satisfactorily as the most exacting 
frequenter of American boarding-houses 
could wish. Exnisan fed by the ravens was 
nothing to these two pilgrims. Food, rai- 
ment, railway passes, and free tickets to the 
circus are all showered upon the devoted 
seekers after truth in away which proves 
that theosophy is its own reward. This 
brief narration sufficiently points its own 
moral. Let those of us who = are 
weary of the Christian religion, weary of 
delving and grubbing in the vulgar soil of 


America, weary of earning our own living, 


hie us away to the sunny plains of Hindus- 
tan. ‘There the seeker after truth is super- 
naturally cared for. Exnisan was fed by 
the ravens, and a fish miraculously brought 
the Apostles money to pay their taxes. 
Theosophical ihquirers in India are dead- 
headed everywhere. 


: NOVAK'S THEORY. 

The origin of earthquakes is a subject of 
which scientific persons are never tired. As 
each one has a different theory as to what 
produces earthquakes, and as no one is ina 
position to prove the truth of his own theory, 
there is obviously every reason why the dis- 
cussion of the subject should proceed with 
great enthusiasm. It really seems, however, 
as if Prof. Novax, of Pesth, has hit on the 
true secret of earthquakes, and if so, his 
name will speedily become illustrious. 

Most people imagine that the earth in its 
revolution around the sun runs with perfect 
smoothness and regularity. Asa matter of 
fact we never feel the earth bumping over 
any obstruction, and we never hear of its 
axle becoming hot through friction. Still, 
it by no means follows that the earth moves 
through its orbit without the slightest dis- 
turbance. We know that the planetary 
bodies exert a mutual attraction one upon 
another, and that this attraction frequently 
prevents them from running on schedule 
time. Numbers of comets have been drawn 
out of their paths by Jupiter and his moons, 


and have been delayed in this way for 


months at a time, and the exasperatingly 
familiar story of the discovery of the planet 
Neptune turns on the fact that Neptune had 
revealed its existence by interfering with the 
motions of the planet Uranus, although the 
latter was more miles distant from it than 
can be expressed without exhausting the 
zeros in any ordinary font of type. We 
must, therefore, believe that the earth is in- 
fluenced by the attraction of other planets 
to at least as great an extent as any other 
member of the solar system. Upon this hy- 
pothesis—which nobody can deny, nor ab- 
solutely prove—Prof. Novak 
earthquake theory. 

He informs us that the earth is checked in 
its course, and drawn in one direction or 
another by the influence of the sun, Venus, 
Jupiter, and other heavenly bodies, although 
we can no more perceive these irregular 
motions than we can perceive the usual and 
regular motions of the earth. This effect, 
however, is to produce sudden changes in 
the postion of theaxis and the equator, and 
these changes produce the earthquakes. The 
axis of the earth, for example, may be 
pulled out of position by some meddling 
planet even so slightly as to move the point 
of the north pole only a foot. .No instru- 
ments known to the astronomers could de- 
tect this slight change, and yet it would 
produce a tremendous effect in the bowels of 
the earth, and would cause the surface to 
tremble and break here and there, precisely 
as it does during the progress of an earth- 
quake. The equator would, of course, 
change its position just in proportion to the 
changes in the position of the axis, and 
this, in Prof. Novax’s opinion, would also 
lead to earthquakes. In this latter assump- 
tion, the Professor must surely be mistaken. 
As every school-boy knows who has studied 
the globes, the equator is a ring of brass, 
with figures engraved on it, encircling the 
earth, but nowhere touching its surface. 
Why any change in its position should stir 
up the inside of the globe we must leave 
Prof. Novak to explain—if he can explain it. 

The valuable part of this theory is the as- 
sumption that earthquakes are caused by a 
change in the position of the earth’s axis. 
The weak part is the assumption that this 
change is produced by the attraction of the 
planetary bodies. This must,remain an un- 
verified hypothesis, and as such cannot 
prove satisfactory to practical men. More- 
over, it is a hypothesis which we do not 
need, for here, on the surface of the earth, 
Wwe can see with our own eyes causes in 
progress which must inevitably shift to and 
fro the centre of gravity of the globe, and 
thus cause the axis to shift its position. It 
is a scientific fact that whenever any parti- 


hoids his 


cle of matter on the earth’s surface is moved 
ever so slightly the earth’s centre of gravity 
moves with it. When Mr. Sranuey Mar- 
Taekws walks from his bedroom to his 
dining-room he is entirely right in feeling 
that he has really moved the earth. The 
amount of change thus produced in the 
centre of gravity of the earth is, however, 
so slight that we cannot credit Mr. Mar- 
THEWS With the authorship of all our earth- 
quakes. 

But when we reflect that there are a vast 
number of this 
country and Europe, we can readily sce that 
if, by accident, the greater part of them 
should arrive heavily loaded on the same 


vessels trading between 


side of the ocean at the same time, the centre 
of gravity would be materially changed, and 
be wrenched in 
one direction or another, in consequence of 


the axis of the earth would 


this change. Now, as a matter of fact, 
earthquakes occur most frequently during 
the Summer months, when all the 
steamers are crowded with passengers and 
crammed with freight. Suppose that of the 
eight or nine hundred steamers now trading 
between the American continent and the rest 
of the world six or seven hundred happen to 
be on this hemisphere at the same time—an 


ocean 


event more likely to happen in Summer than 
at any other season. The result would be 
that the earth’s centre of gravity would move 
vary materially in the direction of this 
enormous concentration of matter; the axis 
would move with it, and the grinding and 
crushing that would take place in the in- 
terior of the earth would produce earth- 
quakes heavy enough to make even a wander- 
ing San Franciscan feel at home. 

With this moditication, Prof. Novax’s the- 
ory fully meets all the exigencies of the case. 
It gives us a full knowledge of the origin of 
earthquakes, and teaches us how to avoid 
them. All we have to do is to put a stop to 
the movements of vessels on the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, and the earth’s centre of 
gravity will keep reasonably quiet, and San 
Francisco or Lisbon will never quake again. 


Gov. NEWELL, of the Territory of Washing- 
ton, who seems to have brought to his new position 
all of that energy and capacity for research which 
are characteristic of him, prints many new and in- 
teresting facts in regard to that far-distant corner 
of the country. Among other things, he draws at- 
tention tothe fact that the industry of planting 
and cultivating Eastern oystets in Puget Sound is 
steadily progressing, and he predicts that at no dis- 
tant day the Territory will become the great oys- 
ter-producing section of the Pacific coast. The 


traffic in clams, too, promises to be very large. 
This variety Df sheli-fish is found in the greatest 
abundance in the sound, many of them growing to 
the extraordinary weight of 10 pounds. Astothe 
salmon fisheries, the Governor states that the catch 
for the last year amounted to 40,000,000 pounds. 
Fish caught in Paget Sound were forwarded to 
every marketinthe civilizéd world, and the re- 
turns to those engaged in the trade amounted dur- 
ing the year to more than $3,000,000. In this con- 
nection the Governor suggests that the gadus, a 
species of cod-fish, though larger and of finer fla- 
vor, which is found in extraordinary abun- 
dance in the waters of the Territory, 
could be most advantageously dried, and with 
much profit sent to the great centres of population 
in this and other countries. In addition to these 
natural sources of wealth, Mr. NEwEiL mentions the 
fact that there lies on Puget Sound 15,000,000 acres 
of the finest timber land in the world. Thousands 
of the trees are upward of 300 feet in height and 
10 feet in diameter at the base. One stick of tim- 
ber recently cut measured 124 feet in length and 
squared 24 inches at the smaller end. The resources 
of the Territory for cattle and sheep raising are 
represented as being on the same wonderful scale, 
and, altogether, Gov. Newert seems to be fully 
justified in believing that Washington is destined, 
in the near future, to become one of the great 
States of the Union.

Tompkins County, in this State, is possessed 
of a Sheriff who seems to be much better qualified 
to adorn a high place in an imbecile asylum. than 
to be put in charge of a jail full of criminals. The 
name of this remarkable official is Surru. Familiar- 
ly he is known as “Simple Suira.’’ He owes his 
election to a combination of Greenbackers and 
Democrats, and since his advent into office he has 
by one blunder or another succeeded in allowing 
the escapes of numerous prisoners committed to his 
care. His latest exploit is characteristic. At the 
last term of the County Court, Wiiuram VAN 
Hovter, an old offender, was sentenced on a crim- 
inal charge to a term of imprisonment in 
the Monroe Penitentiary. ‘‘Simple Sirs” was 
charged with the duty of taking him to Rochester. 
When they arrived in that city, however, instead of 
taking his prisoner direct to the penitentiary, as he 


should have done, he went with him to a lawyer's‘ 


offices. Upon arriving there, VAN Hourer asked 
for a certain gentleman, a member of the law firm, 
and was informed that he was in another office 
‘**just across the hall.’ Upon this he coolly took 
off his overcoat, hung it up, and, saying that he 
would just step out for a few moments to see the 
gentleman he wanted, left the room. The simple 
Sheriff good-naturedly remained behind, perhaps 
to watch Mr. Van Hovrer’s coat. Later, on be- 
coming alarmed by the long absence of his pris- 
ouer, he went to look for him, and at last accounts 
was still looking for him in vain. Naturally 
enough, he is now the laughing stock of the com- 
munity in which he lives, 
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One of those publications which in Massa- 
chusetts are known as “independent news- 
papers” has this to say: ‘Major Lewis 
Merritt on the Whittaker court-martial is the 
same Major Merritt who figured unpleasantly 
before the public in connection with some out- 
rages in Soutn Carolina.”’ This is about as near 
the truth as the aforesaid milk-and-water journal 
ever gets when writing of anything concerning 
the South.

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ASHMEAD BARTLETT, member of Parlia- 
ment for Eyre, wili, according to the London 7ruth, 
positively marry during the present month 
3aroness Bunkpett-Coutts, the richest woman 
in England. She is very far from young. She 
is much beyond middle age, indeed; but her colos; 
sal fortune may compensate for any freshness of 
personal charms. Her personal history is peculiar 
and interesting. Her reputation for munificent 
charity is world-wide, and wholly deserved. The 
manner in which she came into possession of her 
riches is curious. She was in rather straitened cir- 
cumstances during her eariy years, having inher- 
ited nothing from her wealthy grandfather, THomas 
Courts, the prominent banker, born in 1731. At 
the decease of his brother Prerrer, he assumed en- 
tire direction of the house, and carried it to the 
highest prosperity. He was benevolent, hospita- 
ble, had good manners, and a pleasant circle of 
friends, composed of actors and authors. Soon 


‘after settling in London, he married Evizasera 


Srarkey, of humble parentage, for no better reason 
than because he loved her. They had three daugh- 
ters, SusAN, who became wife to the Earl of Guit- 
ForD; Frances, afterward Marchioness of Bure, 
and Soputa, Lady Francis Burpert, mother of the 
present Baroness. Mrs. THomas Coutts died, and 
the widower speedily became enamored of Har- 
RIET MeELton, a clever actress, 46 years his junior, 
and proposed to her. She declined him; but he 
persisted, and he, or his fortune, 
her. objections. His daughters wero-so op- 
posed to the match, that he disinherited them, 
and made his wife, at his death, sole 
heir to his great wealth. Five’ years later she was 
married to the Duke of-St. ALBANS, much younger 
than herself, and a descendart of Nett Gwynn. 
At her demise she bequeathed £10,000 a year to the 
Duke, with a life interest in certain landed estates. 
All her other property she left, from a delicate 
sense of justice, to her first husband’s eranddaugh- 
ter, ANGELA Burperr, youngest daughter of Sir 
Francis, requesting her to take the name of 
Courts. The inherited fortune amounted in 1837 
to £4,000,000, and has since quadrupled in value. 
Her entire income issaid to be expended for philan 
thropic purposes. She is an unfailing friend to the 
poor, a protector of animals, and has been a 
founder of many benevolent institutions. To aid 
her own sex, she has effected important reforms in 
the instruction of girls at the national schools, and 
established a shelter and reformatory for fallen 
women. She has also built, in London, Columbia- 
square, consisting of model dwellings, at low rents, 
which accommodate some three hundred families. 
Right years ago she received the freedom of the 
city of London, the first time that this honor was 
ever conferred upon a woman. She is now 63; is 
very kindly regarded by the lower classes, and on a 
certain occasion, when a mob, rendered frantic by 
poverty, destroyed considerable property in Lon- 
don, its fiercest members protected everything that 
belonged to her. Allthe poor regard her as their 
benefactor. Sheis no ascetic, She appreciates the 
good things of life, and enjoys its pleasures all the 
more, no doubt, from the sweet remembrance of 
the good she has done, and is continually doing. 
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The last calculation of the cost of the Afghan 
war was something over fifteen millions sterling, or, 
say, seventy million dollars; but since that was 
made there have been new operations in the field, 
the Kandahar garrison has been strengthened, the 
cantonments which Gen. Primrose abandoned 
in a panic and Ayous Khan destroyed with 
Oriental completeness have been renewed, and 
there have been other matters besides to pay for. 
Altogether, the bill for the Afghan war will not 
be much under twenty millions sterling. On the 
principle—a principle which the British public 
have frequently showed no seruples in acting 
upon--that what gold and the sword have won 
the sword and gold have a right to keep, Lord 
BEAcoNsrIELD would have been able to show 
to Parliament that it would be insanity or the 
sheerest Quixotism of generosity to abandon such 
strong places as Kabul, the Khurum Vallev, and 
Kandahar. Mr. GuapsTong, however, took up power 
in the country mainly on the leverage of a persist- 
ent declaration of a peace-at-any-price policy. 
He has now. therefore, consistently with that 
declaration, advised her Majesty to withdraw from 
the last stronghold the British possess in Afghanis- 
tan after all their desperate fighting against the Af- 
ghan people. The result is that the Afghans prac- 
tically come out ‘of che contest victorious. They 
have worried the British by their persistent 
hostility into evacuating a country which 


they invaded. with a_ certain amount of_

bravado. The English commenced a rail- 
way which was to run through the des- 
erts of Upper Sind, through the dreaded Bolan 
Pass, (which had been carefully surveyed and lev- 
eled as far as was practicable,) and onward to Kan- 
dahar. That railway, the genius of which was Sir: 
RickarD TEMPLE, an Angio-Indian official whose 
ambition for notoriety takes the expensive and dis- 
astrous shape of wild philanthropical projects, was 
to have tapped Southern Afghanistan and become 
amine of wealthy and civilizing influences for the 
barbarous people. The railway is now a fiasco; 
so are the capture by the British of 
the great Afghan forts and the numerous battles 
which were fought. The English are now retiring 
back within their own lines. They possess noth- 
ingin Afghanistan but a vast pile of bones of their 
own slaughtered countrymen. They have won 
nothing buta great legacy of hate from a high- 
spirited people who believe they were needlessly 
attacked. Some day that legacy will be paid, for 
the Afghan is not only a good but a long hater.

POSSIBLY A “ CARDIFF” SERPENT.

BLOWN UP AT MIDNIGHT 


YOUR MEN KILLED BY THE EX- 
PLOSION IN NEWARK. 
BOILERS IN A REFINERY BURST FROM CAUSE 
UNKNOWN —- HORSES CARRIED TWENTY 
FEET WITHOUT INJURY—BUILDINGS DE- 

MOLISHED—FINDING THE BODIES. 

The explosion at Balbach’s refinery, on the 
tanks of the Passaic River, at Newark, between 12 
atd 1o’clock yesterday morning, and of which a 
brief report was printed yesterday, killed four men 
and damaged much property. Messrs. Balbach & 
Co. are engaged .in smelting and refining the pre- 
cious ores*that come from the mines at Leadville, 
and are said to be among the largest refiners in the 
country. Their business is estimated to amount to 
about $15,000,000 a year. Bounded by Polk, River, 
Ferguson and Market streets was a group of four 
or five buildings, in which some of the opera- 
tions of the refinery were carried on. One of 
them, a frame building, cne story in height and 70 
feet long, was supplied with lead tanks in which 
lead crystals were made. Another of the group, 


used for the same purpose, was also a single story 
in height, constructed of wood, and 60 feet long. 
A westerly building, of brick, two stories In height 
and 25 by 75 feet in size. was employed mostly as a 
machine and repairing shop, but one small section 
of it was used as a drying-room. Another brick 
structure, 100 feet long and 1 story high, fronted 
on Polk-street. Inthe centre of the groae was the 
boiler-room, a small structure of brick, 12 by 20 feet 
in dimensions. It was filled with two eight-horse- 
pc wer boilers, used to boil vitriol. A few feet east 
of the boiler-house was the frame stable and coach- 
house of the senior member of the firm, and his 
bandsome dwelling- house was not far away. 

It was from this group of structures that the 
alarm of Thursday night was sentjout. The night: 
torce engaged in the buildings luckily was small. 
Those on duty were John Motz, the engineer; John 
Quinn, George Obermann, John Schlee, John Voist, 
John Schlegel, and Oscar Jacoby. Shortly before 
12:30 o’clock, Berner, the watchman, strolled 
through the buildings. He was making his usual 
rounds and lingered to talk with the men as he 
pase by. He observed that the engineer was at 
1is postin front of the boiler, and that the rest of 
the men were engaged near him. Just as Berner 
passed out of the building he was stunned by a’ 
terrific explosion, and when he recovered full pos- 
session of his senses he saw that the group of build- ¢ 
{ngs was intruins. Though he doesnot seem to have , 
noticed a second explosion, the two boilers in the , 
boiling-room had exploded. The detonation was 
heard all over the citv, and the shock was 
felt a considerable distance away. As faraway as 
Broad-street window-glass was shattered. Of the; 
buildings in the immediate vicinity of the works, 
none escaped damage. Every pane of glass on 
that side of the house in which Mr. Balbach, Sr., ; 
lived was blown out, and the whole house was 
shaken. The ceilings were cracked, and the back 
portico was broken down. Mr. Balbach had just’ 
rot up for a drink of water. Ashe oe back into » 
his bed a hole was crushed through the side of his: 
house, and a mass of brick and mortar, hurled 
through the hole, fell two feet from where he had 
been standing. His elegant hothouse was shattered, 
and the frame in which its countless lights of glass 
were set was twisted into all kinds of fantastic 
shapes. The stable on his premises had been re- 
duced to kindling-wood. Three of the five horses 
that had stalls within had been lifted bodily by the 
force of the explosion and landed 20 feet oan un- 
injured, but frightened. The two others had been 
killed by the falling timbers and were buried be- 
neath the débris. 

At the house of Mr. Balbach’s son, who lived on 
the south-east corner of Ferguson and River streets, 
300 feet away from the boiler room, the scene was 
about the same. A brick hurled through a third 
story window buried itself in the pillow on which 
a lady relative named Williams rested her 
‘head. The fiying missile is said to have 
struck her. Whether from shock or other injury, 
she is suffering from brain fever, from which she 
may not recover. Through other windows of the 
house bricks and missiles of all kinds were thrown, 
but without injury to any person. A fragment of 
the broken boiler was found on Ferguson-street, 
three blocks away from the scene of the Ss 
und a heavy iron boiler used as a tank that had 
stood in the boiler-room was carried 30 feet away 
and landed on a pile of débris five feet high. Inthe 
boiler-room itself not one brick was left standing 
on another. Tbetwo frame buildings used for crys- 
tallizing purposes were completely wrecked. The 
entire east wall of the brick machine shop building 
was carried away, and the north wall was badly 
shattered. An immense beam was driven into the 
west wall, and projects over the sidewalk. 

When the smoke and dust of the explosion had 
cleared the watchman sounded an alarm, and Po- 
lice and firemen were quicklyfon hand. Voist and 
Schlegel were in the crowd that quickly gathered 
in tho streets, having escaped with comparatively 
slight injuries. Voist had a contusion on 
the neck, and Schlegel’s were bruised. 
Jacobi was found lying the sidewalk 
on Polk-street. He had jumped = from 
a window at the expense of several ribs, but before 
he had made his eScape had been struck by some of 
the flying missiles, and was badly hurt. He was 
removed to St. Michael’s Hospital, where he now 
Jies in a critical condition. No others of the seven 
could be found, and a search of the ruins was be- 
un. Within 20 minutes the body of Motz, the 
engineer, was taken from the débris. His 
skull had been crushed in and _ the _ up- 
per part of his head torn away.

«clothing had been torn off the upper part of his 
‘body, and in some spots his skin was literally 
roasted brown. Near hislifeless remains two other 
bodies were foun:i soon afterward. One was that 
of John Schlee, with the top of his head crushed in 
‘and his features distorted. The second was 
that of George Oberman, with his skull 
erushed and a hole torn out of the flesh 
under the left eye. The last of the bodies 
was not recovered till nearly 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning. It was taken from beneatha mass of 
ibrick and machinery at the north-east corner of 
the machine shop. Every limb was broken. The 
+tlesh was scalded and the clothing was torn from the 
‘body. All the dead men were men of family. Motz

The cause of the explosion is not known, and it 
is doubtful if it ever will be known. it has not 
'been positively ascertained even tuat both the 
boilers in the boiler-room exploded. They had 
been in use for comparatively short periods—one 
‘for seven years and the other for four. They were 
recently inspected and declared to be per- 
‘fectly sound. Nor can the amount of 
the loss be accurately stated in figures. 
Mr. Baibach thinks it may not go over $20,000, 
‘though it will not be less than $15,000. County 
Physician Hewlett ordered Coroner Mandeville to 
‘hold an inquest. A jury was summoned yesterday 
afternoon, and the taking of testimony will be be- 
gun to-morrow. 
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DEATH IN A ROLLING MILL. 
TWELVE PERSONS KILLED AND SIX FATALLY 
WOUNDED BY A BOILER EXPLOSION AT 
ALLENTOWN. 

ALLENTOWN, Penn., Jan. 7.—A terrible boiler 
explosion occurred here last night in the Big Puddle 
Mill of the Allentown Rolling Mill Company, by 
which 12 persons have already lost their lives, and 
the probability is that several more will die from 
injuries received. The particulars of the explosion 
are as follows: 

About 9 o’clock the boiler of No. 15 furnace was 
found by boiler-tender John Saul to be leaking. He 
at once ordered the bars to be pulled out and the 
fires drawn. Saul then placed a ladder against 
the boiler and ascended it to see what the leak was. 


While in this position the explosion occurred. 
At once the mill was full of flying missiles, consist- 
ing of bricks, steam-pipes, &c. The escaping steam 
carried death and desolation in its track. Saul was 
blown violently against the roof, but, ge ona 
pile of rubbish, strange to say, escaped with a»: 
iew bruises and light scalding. The news of the 
terrible disaster spread rapidly, and in a short time 
the mill was surrounded by anxious wives and 
mothers, inquiring for those who were known to 
o employed in the mills. Their anguish as their - 
oved ones were brought out from the ruins in a 
dead and dying condition was painful to behold. 
Medical aid was at once summoned, and the physi- 
cians did allin their power to alleviate the sufter- 
ings of the wounded. 

At the time of the accident there were about 200 
persons at workin the mill, and the fact that so 
many escaped is surprising. Pieces of iron were 
thrown in all directions,and this flying débris caused 
the greatest loss of life. The greatest suffering 
however, was caused by the escaping steam, many 
being scalded in a frightful manner. The boiler 
was about 30 feet long, made of 5-16 inch 
iron, and had been in use only five years. 
About one month ago it received a thorough 
overhauling by the firm of Cole” & Heilman, 
who considered it thoroughly trustworthy. Work 
jn the mills has been suspended for the present on 
account of the accident. The pecuniary loss is 
estimated at about $17,000, but the company con- 
siders this as nothing compared to the loss of 
life. This is the first boiler that ever 
has exploded for this company, which has 
about 60 in service at its numerous furnaces and 
ron-ore mines. This boiler exploded nearly in the 
eentre. The smaller portion was blown through 
the roof and carried a distance of 500 feet, where it 
landed in the yard of Nicholas Miller, tearing 
down telegraph poles and wires in its flight. 
The other portion, after passing through the roof, 
was carried a distance of 400 feet, narrowly missing 
rteveral persons who were passing near the scene. 
To-day the mill was visited by thousands of people 
anxious to view the work of destruction.

An examination shows that 
the boiler was well supplied with waterat the 
time of the —_ osion, and the cause Is not yet 
definitely ascer' ained. The Coroner impaneled a 
jury this afternoon, who, before taking testimony, 
viewed the dead bodies and also the scene of 
the explosion. The funerals of several of the 
victims will be held to-morrow. As yet the Cor- 
oner’s jury has not rendered a verdict. The gen- 
eral impression is that {t will exonerate the com- 
pany from all blame. This explosion caused the 
greatest excitement that ever existed in the valley.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


OARKLESS.AT THE BREWERY VAT: 
AN ORDINARY STABLE LANTERN PASSED INTO 
IT-——BURIAL OF THE VICTIMB. 

Preliminary steps were taken yesterday by 
Coroner Herrman to hold a searching investiga- 
tion into the causes of the accident which occurred 
on Thursday at Peter Doelger’s lager-beer brewery, 
in East Fifty-fifth-street, by which Anton Wint- 
schureck, Jobn Pfanner, Charles Buehler, and Wil- 
liam Braun were burned to death in a vat. A jury 
was impaneled, and after viewing the blackened 
remains of the unfortunate victims, the jurymen, 
accompanied by the Coroner, proceeded to the 
brewery to examine the place where the accident 
occurred. The immense establishment was closed 


up, and all business was suspended, out of respect 
for the dead workmen. One of the foremen em- 
ployed in the emer took Coroner Herrman 
and the jury through the cellar and alon 
the narrow passages between the vats until 
the one in which the accident occurred was 
reached. The temperature in this cellar was 
very low and the general aspect of the place was 
not inviting. The aa gave their chief atten- 
tion to the manhole through which the four work- 
men had entered well and hearty dnd from which 
they subsequently emerged enveloped in flames. 
The aperture is in the shape of an ellipse, covered 
with a sheet-iron slide, and was found to be exactly 
14 inches long and 18 inches wide. It is barely large 
enough for a man to squeeze through, so that when 
it is remembered that the unfortunate men were 
compelled to crawl] through with their clothing 
ablaze and their flesh burning, the nature of the 
situation may be well imagined. A 

The jury then proceeded to the engine-room, 
where the lamps used in the vats were shown. One 
was what is known as a Davy safety lamp, such as 
is used in coal mines, but the one which caused the 
aceldent was an ordinary stable lantern covere 
with a varnish-stained head of leather. The fore- 
man explained that the men in the vat when they 
first entered took with them the Davy lamp, but! 
when the oil in it was exhausted they passed it out 
to Ahrens, the watchman, who was stationed out-’ 
side at the manhole, and he handed in the other 
one. Both of these a were used in shellacing | 
the vats. Under the instructions of the Coroner, 
Capt.. Mount, of the Nineteenth Precinct Po- 
lice, - took ossession of both lamps, and. 
will hold them until the inquest is held. 
After’the examination had been concluded the 
jury were temporarily discharged. They will re- 
ceive notice when to appear ana proceed with the 
inquest. Yesterday morning the Coroner received 
a letter from the counsel of Mr. Doelger asking for 
the most rigid investigation. Coroner Herrman 
replied that he proposed to make the investigation: 
as searching as possible, and that in the meantime: 
he would require Mr. Doelger to furnish $10,000° 
bail to await the result of the inquest. Mr. Doelger 
will appear at the Coroner's office and give bail. 
The funeral of the victims of the catastrophe took ’ 
place yesterday afternoon from an unde er’s 
shop in Hast Twenty-sixth-street. Mr. Doelger had 
provided four hearses for the remains and 20 car-, 
riages for the relatives and friends of the deceased, 
He attended the funeralin person. The remains 
were interred in the Lutheran Cemetery.

MORE MONEY FOR CENSUS WORK.

SUPERINTENDENT WALKER NEEDS AN AD- 
DITIONAL suM OF $500,000, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Tho Superintendent 
of the Census sent to the Secretary of the Interior 
to-day for transmission to Congress a communica 
tion asking for an additional appropriation of 
$500,000 for the completion of the census work and 
the publication of the results. The Superintendent 
reviews the causes which have made expenditures , 
in excess of the original plans of the Census Office 


necessary. These are the great rise in prices 
and wages which occurred prior to the be- 
‘ginning of the census, involving a large increase 
in the cost of field work; secondly, the surpris- 
ing growth of population during the decade, the 
census discovering a population of 2,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the highest estimate of the office; thirdly, 
the unexpected wealth of opportunities found in 
the work of the various special agents of the of- 
fice, especially in the ee of forestry, 
‘mining, meat production, the fisheries, wages and 
machinery, the factory system, the manufactures 
of iron and steel, and of textile fabrics, the culti- 
vation of cotton, tebacco, and the several cereal 
crops, the social statistics of cities, and the statis- 
tics relating to the defective, dependent, and de- 
linguent classes. The Superintendent says that 
work of this kind has never before been under- 
taken on any large scale under authority of 
the United States Government, and_ the 
field has been found surprisingly rich in statistical 
material. He would regard it asa great loss to 
the country: if the investigations already begun 
cannot be fully carried out. If sufficient provision 
shall be made for continuing these investigations 
the tenth census can be made an almost perfect 
inventory of the industrial, social, and vital con- 
dition of the people of the United States. 

A tourth cause for the increase of expenditure is 
the occasion for a more rigid revision of the sched- 
ules than was ever before undertaken, a more va- 
riled compilation of results, and a wider correla- 
tion of facts. Thescheaules of enumeration form 
amine from which the value of the product ob- 
tained may be increased with every successive ap- 
plication of labor in compilation and tabulation. 
The Superintendent is very desirous to be enabled 
to work up the rich mass of material which has 
been brought into his office by the labors of the 
81,000 enumerators and the hundreds of special 
agents and experts who have been employed dur- 
ing the past year. The Ste asked 
for would raise the cost of the census under 
the act of March 8, 1879, to $3,500,000. While the cost 
of the census according to the scale of 1870, after 
allowing for an increase of 230 per cent. in popula- 
tion and other elements of cost, would be $4,333, 3383. 
The Superintendent concludes by saying that 
should it be the decision of Congress not to allow 
the additional amount asked for, he will use his 
utmost endeavors to bring the expenditures within 
the original limit of the law, by stopping all the 
special investiations not made absolutely obliga- 
tory upon the office and by reducing the compila- 
tions to the narrowest limit.

NOTED EXPERTS ATTHE CUE 


SECOND DAY’S GAMEHS‘OF THE NA- 
TIONAL PO@L TOURNAMENT. 
JACOB SCHAEFER DEFEATS OTIS FIELD— 
THE BOY FREY’S VICTORY OVER JAMES 
KING—-THOMAS WALLACE AND LON MOR- 

RIS THE OTHER VICTORS. 

The second day’s games of the national pool 
tournament began yesterday afternoon in the, 
Union-Square Billiard Hall with a contest between 
Jacob Schaefer and Otis Field. The latter failed 
to make as good arecord as his friends say he is 
capable of doing, and Schaefer carried off the se- 
ries easily by a score of 11 to 4.

Wallace quickly ran up 44 points and then 
made aé_ foul, giving Schaefer an_ excel- 
lent chance. He “failed to improve it, how- 
ever, and Wallace _finall won the game 
by “scratching” the six-ball. The next two lots 
were easily won by Wallace, Schaefer’s continued 
bad play leaving him fine ‘‘set-ups.’’ During the 
fourth game Schaefer picked up a good deal,and had 
60 to his credit in quick time. Missing an easy shot 
on the 15 ball, which would have given him game, 
Wallace put it into the pocket, and then cleared 
the table, making the game atie.

The next game fell easily to Wallace, who 
lost the seventh game, although Schaefer 
opened with a “scratch” against him. The eighth 
and ninth games were quickly gathered by Wallace, 
Schaefer playing in poor form. The latter’s luck 
changed on the next game, which he won neatly in 
a single inning. Encouraged by this, Schaefer put 
in some excellent play in the next two 
games, adding them also to his score. Wal- 
lace got disgusted at this, and rolled up 
his sleeves. He made two or three brilliant strokes 
in the thirteenth game, which seemed to take 
away all of Schaefer’s nerve, and before the latter 
could regain his confidence Wallace added five 
games running to his count, and won the series, 
the score standing 11 to 5. 3 

After a half-hour’s intermission the second series 
of games of the evening and sixth of the 
tournament began, with Alonzo Morris, Jr., 
and Albert Lambert as competitors. Both 
showed signs of nervousness, but Mor- 
ris was the first to ‘‘get down to work,” 
and with a few good strokes placed the first game 
to his credit. Lambert pocketed three small balls 
in fine style in the second game, and then “ broke 
the pyramid’ for his opponent’s benefit. Morris 
said “thank you,” and took the game, After play- 
ing some pretty shots in the next game, Morris 
gotinto a bad position and played for “safety.” 
Lambert immediately put in the three-ball by an 
excellent stroke, and rapidly pocketed others and 
wonthe game, which was put to his credit amid 
great applause.

A FLOOD IN PASSAIC. 
; es i 
WOOLEN AND PRINT WORKS DAMAGED BY A. 
CANAL BANK BREAK, 

The Ammidown Woolen Mill, at Passaic, N.J., 
not having sufficient water-power, the company re- 
cently began to build another trunk trom the canal . 
of the Dundee Company, to get water for another 
turbine wheel. The new trunk was about 300 feet 
long, with a descent of 15 feet. It was nearly com- 
ploted, and the excavations had been filled in a few 
days ago with the frozen earth. Tho thaw of 
Wednesday and Thursday appears to have caused, 
a settling of the excavation, for.on Thursday night, 
about midnight, the bank of the canal broke away 


where the new trunk was built into it, and immedi- 
ately the whole body of water, rushing through a 
canal 40 feet wide and 20 feet deep, began to pour 
through the crevasse, sweeping with a mighty flood 
down into the lower floor of Reid & Barry’s 
extensive _ and dye works, below the Am- 
midown Mill. Both establishments were running 
at the time, with a full force of hands. Tne lower 
floor of Reid & Barry’s works are below the level 
of the canal, and the bands there employed were 
in imminent danger. They heard the roar, and, im- 
yelled by a sudden a started for the upper 

oor, Which they had barely reached when the 
lower story was filled to a depth of five or six feet 
with water. The Ammidown Mill did not sustain 
as much oeneess as it is on higher ground,:but the 
loss there is estimated at fully $15,000 or $18,000. | 
Reid & Barry’s loss is from $25,000 to $30,000. The 
new iron trunk of the Ammidown Mill is exposed 
to view, all the earth having been washed away, 
although it was 10 feet under ground. A section 
of the canal bank 80 feet long is washed out toa, 
depthof 40 feet. Z

Scotia, which arrived from Rouen yesterday, 
brought the Captain and crew of the American 
schooner Joseph Porter, which was abandoned on 
the 22d. Capt. Doyle, of the bark, says he suiled 66 
days ago, and had fine weather up to longittde 42°, 
when a succession of gales from the west and 
north-west followed, driving the vessel to the 
southward. On Dec. 21, during a westerly gale, 
in latitude 33° and longitude 71°, he sighted the 
Joseph Porter,of Philadelphia, evidently in distress. 
Her Captain signaled that she was in a sinking con- 
dition, and asked Capt. Doyieto send him a boat, 
as his own had been washed away. The gale was 
then terrific and the sea very high: Capt. Doyle 
said it would be impossible to launch a boat, but he 
would remain near the schooner until the gale 
abated. At evening there were no signs of better 
weather and both vessels lay to almost within 
hail of one another until morning, the lights show- 
ing which way each was headed. The gale con- 
tinued during the day and the bark, which was in 


ballast and high up in the water, rolled heavily. 
The .spars and sails of the schooner ap. 
eared all right, but the sailors could 

e seen on deck working steadily at the 
pumps. They appeared very anxious to abandon 
their vessel. Toward night Capt. Doyle decided 
that, although the sea was still dangerous, an at- 
tempt should be made to rescue the crew before 
dark. A boat was launched after much difficulty, 
and five men brought it, after a severe struggle, 
around to leeward of the schooner. It was then 
seen that the schooner was waterlogged, and that 
everything had been swept from her decks by the 
heavy seas. The boat could not come alongside 
as the schooner was rolling too violently, 
and when the boat was within a short dis- 
tance of her the. crew were told that they 
must jump on board. One man_ sprang 
over the bulwarks, and, making a leap, landed 
safely in the boat. When the schooner became 
steady again for a moment, the boat approached 
her and another man sprang intoit. In this man- 
ner the whole crew, which consisted of Capt. New- 
ell and four men, abandoned the schooner. Noth- 
ing whatever was saved except the clothing which 
the men had on at the time and some important 
oo belonging to the Captain, which he had in 

iis Docket when he oe into the boat. He was 
obliged to leave his log-book and nautical instru- 
ments behind. The rowing back to the Belvidere, 
though a difficult task, was at last accomplished in 
safety, and the boat was hauled up. The crew of 
the schooner, who were completely exhausted from 
hard labor at the pumps, were cared for, and the 
bark’s yards were braced up again. By the time 
she was under way the abandoned schooner had 
been shut off from sight by the darkness. 

Capt. Newell, of the J an Porter, said he sailed 
from Jacksonville for Fall River with a cargo of 
timber, and had been out 20 days when rescued. A 
few days after sailing the schooner began to leak 
badly, and he attempted to put about, but a gale 
sprang up and drove him to sea. The vessel con- 
tinued to leak badly, and the men were kept con- 
tantly at the pumps, but the water poured stead- 
ily into the hold. Heavy seas swept over the decks, 
carrying the boat overboard and sweeping away 
everything movable. The men remained at 
the pumps until almost exhausted. Qn the 2ist, 
when the Belvidere was sighted, all hands were ex- 
tremely anxious to’ abandon their vessel, and after 
speaking the bark were obliged to keep the pumps 
roing, While they gazed anxiously te windward, 
hoping to see signs of the termination of the gale. 
In the morning they watched the bark eagerly in 
expectation of seeing herlower aboat. Toward 
evening. when the iong-looked-for boat came up, 
they were only too glad to spring into the boat, 
lenving their effects behind them. It was_sey- 
eral days before they recovered from the effects 
of their exhaustion. All speak in the highest terms 
of the manner in which they were treated by Capt. 
Doyle and his men, to whom they expressed them- 
selves as extremely grateful. Capt. Newell and his 
crew started for their homes in New-Jersey shortly 
after they had been landed yesterday. The Joseph 
Porter was a vessel of 160 tons. She was 110 feet 
Jong, 2i feet across her beam, and 7 feet deep. 
She was built at Pennsgrove, N. J., in 1850, but was 
thoroughly repaired in 1871. Capt. Doyle. says that 
from the time the rescue was efiected until Sandy 
Hiook was reached the sea was very high and con- 
fused, and there were frequent falls of rain and 
snow. When. off Hatteras, on the 26th, the bark 
was caught im a furious cyclone, which came from 
north-east and went round to north-east by way of 
south, continuing until late on the following day. 

The British bark Souvenir, which sailed from Bal- 
timore for Queenstown on the ist, put into this 
port yesterday, Capt. Ackland having been lost 
overboard. During the first night out the weather 
Was very severe, and, in a number of fearful 
sgualis, tremendous waves dashed against her. At 
4A. M.on the 2¢ the bark was laboring heavily, 
shipping great volumes of water. All hands were 
xent forward to hiwl up the foresail,. when Capt. 
Ackland cried out for them to come aft. A tre- 
xyoendous sea then struck the vessel, taking the boat 
out of the davits and carrying away a portion of the 
stern-rail. Capt. Ackland wasswept away with the 
boat. The second officer sprang on to the poop-deck 
and threw a life-buoy wlongside the Captain. Before 
the ship could come upto the wind she was caught 
jn a heavy rain-squall aind another tremendous sea 
broke over her. It was impossible to bring her up 
to the wind again and the rain obscured everything 
around herfrom sight. When last seen the Captain 
was close to the boat which bnd been swept over- 
board with him anda , the life-buoy was near by him. 
Riis wife, who, with her child, was on board, was 
greatly overcome by the loss of her husband. The 
pumps became choked, but on the following day 
one of thenr was lifted.and nine inches of it was 
eut off. This enabled, it to work somewhat. As 
the bark was leaking ‘badly the mate decided to 
put into this port. On’ Wednesday and Thursday 
the weather was bad and no observation of the sun 
could be taken. 

The bark Josie T. Marshall, Capt. James Parker, 
belonging at Digby, Nova Scotia, in ballast from 
Antwerp, bound for New-York, went ashore on 
Thursday night about 12 o’clock, opposite Amity- 
ville, Long Istand, with a crew of 17 men. A 
part of the men left the ship soon after she 
grounded, and staid out at sea_ until 6 o’clock 
this morning, when they came ashore. One boat 
with three men has not yet been heard from. One 
of the crew pamed Alexander Anderson was 
crowned in leaving the ship, and his body has been 
xvashed ashore. .The vessel had been out 65 days, 
pnd lies between Stations Nos. 26 and 27. 
The life-saving: crew from Station No. 27 
ciscovered the wreck, and had made 
preparations for boarding her, when it was seen that 
the crew bad abandoned her in their own boats. 
The vessel lies well up on the beach, and will proba- 
biy goto pieces. The surf was very heavy on Thurs- 
day night, and the weather clear, with mocnlight. 
‘The three men in a boat who have not been found 
the Captain believes are not lost, for they had a 
-o0d boat, and he.thinks they have been picked up 
some passing’ vessel. The schooner Loretta 
Fish, of Thomaston, Me., from Savannah, loaded 
with timber, for Boston, is ashore at Bridgehamp- 
ton. The crew were saved. . 

Capt. Atkins, of the schooner Louise A., of Bos- 
ton, from Monte-hristo, reports that on Novy. 23, 
when the vessel was off Sandy Hook, on her out- 
ward passage, Havisen Vearing, a Swedish sea- 
man, was knocked overboard by the main boom 
nud drowned. The \German bark Admiral, from 
Trieste, had a stormy*voyage of 100 days. On Dec. 
26, in latitude 37° 31’ and longitude 71° 3’, the 
abandoned schooner Florence Deane was sighted. 
The brig Vale, from_ Gloucester, had a stormy voy- 
age, which occupied 66 days. The schooner Julie, 
from the West Indies,,lost several sails during a 
heavy gale on Dec. 26 in the Gulf Stream.. The 
Italian bark Omega passed Gibraltar on Oct. 21, 
and had strong gales for 40 days. In agaleon 
Dec. 20 she lost and split her sails, and was obliged 
to throw overboard eight or ten tonsof salt. The 
schooner N. Hand, from. Para, during a gale lasting 
vight hours, lost and split her sails, andthad to scud 
for six hours under bare oy 

Capt. Peterson, of the bark Thomas Brooks, from 
Guantanamo, reports that on the 26th, when to the 
southward of Hatteras, he experienced a heavy 
westerly gale, accompanied by terrific thunder 
und lightning. The brig Favorite, from_ Point-a- 

itre, and the schooner Frank Atwood, from San 
Blas. have both experienced very severe weather 
since passing Hatteras. The ship Benjamin Sewell, 
from Copenhagen, was 66 days in making the pas- 
gage, owing to severe westerly gales. The Captain 
of tbe British schooner Flying Arrow, from St, 
Jobn, which arrived yesterday, states that on the 
Sth at3 P.M. hesaw the New South Shoal Light- 
ship under sail about five miles south-east by east 
of Point Judith. The Coast Wrecking Company 
have sent a vessel to the assistance of the schooner 
Anson Stimpson, which went ashore on Thursday 
evening near Absecom Light. Mr. H. W. Loud, of 
South-street, her agent here, says the crew were 
sick with chills and fever during the voyage, and 
that the Captain had died before the vessel went 

shore. 

ee WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The Signal Corps Officer 
at Atlantic City, N. J., reports that the three- 
masted schooner Anson Stimpson came ashore on 
Brigantine Bar about midnight during a dense fog.

ICH-MEN ON STRIKE. 


TROUBLE AT VERPLANCK’S POINT—THE MIL- 
ITARY CALLED OUT BY THE SHERIFF. 

Lake Mehaugh is situated on Verplanck’s 
Point, three miles south of Peekskill, Westchester 
County. The Knickerbocker Company have an ice- 
house there which holds 50,000 tons. They com- 
menced to fill it Monday morning, putting 200 men 
at work, canal men getting $1 25 per day, house 
men $1 50. Shortly after 7 o’clock A. M. a squad 
of men knocked off work, and, giving a signal, all 
but the men at one elevator struck also. They de- 
manded $1 50 for canal men and $1 75 tor house 
men, and the demand was refused. They 
loitered about the streets that day without 
disorder. On Tuesday they had a parade, pre- 
ceded by a band, and carried a banner and small 
flags on which was inscribed: *‘One dollar seventy- 


five per day.” The agent of the company, fearing 
violence, because the strikers had threatened to 
allow no one to go to work, telegraphed Peekskill 
for officers to come down and arrest the ringlead- 
ers. Deputy Sheriff Mabee went to the spot, and 
on his arrival gave his warrants to the local con- 
stable, which incensed some of the strikers, and 
they interfered, but the villagers say only slightly. 
and that no blows were struck. Deputy Sheriff 
Mabee and his aides then returned to Peekskill and 
telegraphed the result to the Sheriff at White 
Plains, and that officer comereped orders to the 
Sing Sing, Yonkers, and Peekskill companies of the 
Sixteenth Battalion of the National Guard to as- 
semble in the square at Peexskill at 1 o’clock to- 
day to meet him, but he was not there. The Sing 
Sing company and two Peekskill companies wers 
then marched four miles through the snow to Ver- 
planck’s Point under orders of Deputy Sheriff 
Mabee. There were wild reports that the strikers 
would meet the military just outside 
the village, and that a battle would ensue. 
The soldiers were supplied with 10 rounds 
of ball cartridge, and were ready for a fight. 
They arrived at Verplanck’s at 8 o’clock P. M., and 
the strikers stood in crowds on corners in an order- 
ly manner. The military were marched to the 
company’s ice-house, and the bosses notified all 
who desired to go to work that they could do so, 
and quite a number did go to work at 4 o’clock P. 
M. The others formed in a line again, and with a 
band made another parade, but there were no acts 
of violence or even threats. After marching by 
the ice-house and returning to their rendezvous 
they disbanded for the day. 

Deputy Sheriff Mabee had warrants for the arrest 
of eight alleged ringleaders, but none of them could 
be found. At dark the Yonkers military had arrived, 
when the Deputy Sheriff notified all of the com- 
panies that they would be expeted to remain till 
the ice-house is filled, which will take’ nine days, 
and then he pronesdee to find them quarters. 
They are distributed in different houses about the 
village. Justice Billings remonstrated against 
having the military in the place, urging that 
they were not needed, and pledging himself 
to appear at Peekskill to-day with all the men 
named in thé warrants. Respectable property- 
holders coincided with the Justice and denounced 
the sending of the military to the place as uncalled 
for and unwise. The strikers say that while they 
will not work for the wages offered they will not 
interfere with those who want to work, and claim 
they have not done so, though it is charged they 
drove men from work on Monday. Mr. Conklin, 
one of the Superintendents of the company, said to

STARTING A SUGAR EXCHANGE. 


—_—>—— — 
THE PROJECT APPROVED AFTER CONSIDER- 

ABLE OPPOSITION—TO BEGIN AT ONCE. 

A largely attended meeting of members of 
the sugar trade was held at No. 87 Front-street, at 
3 0’clock yesterday afternoon, to listen to the re- 
port of the special committee appointed on Sept. 
29 to consider the advisability of organizing a sugar 
exchange. Mr. Robert B. Minturn presided. Mr. 
Benjamin F. Butler, Chairman of the committee, 
read the report, premising that several of the mem- 
bers had signed it merely for the purpose of getting 
the matter before the trade, reserving the right to 
oppose its suggestions in debate afterward, if they 
should see fit. The committee say that after organ- 
izing they thought it advisable to secure the co- 


operation of all branches of the trade, and with 
that end ae invited two raw-sugar brokers, 
three impofters, and three refiners to join them. 
The brokers and importers accepted. A note was 
received from the refiners stating that Messrs. 
George Moller and Wiechers had been appointed 
to confer with them. A conference was held on 
Oct. 12, and it became manifest that the refiners 
were strongly opposed to the project. A second 
conference took place on Oct. 22, Mr. Havemeyer 
having meantime been substituted for Mr. Moller, 
with the result of showing that no agreement was 
possible. The committee, therefore, went to work 
without the aid of the refiners. They reported in 
favor of establishing an exchange, under the title 
of the New-York Sugar Exchange, whose purposes 
should be ‘to provide, regulate, and maintain a 
suitable building, room, or rooms for a Sugar Ex- 
change in the City of New-York; to adjust contro- 
versies between its members; to establish just and 
equitable principles in the trade, and to maintain 
uniformity in its rules, regulations, and usages, and 
to adopt standards of classification; to acquire, 
preserve, and disseminate useful information 
connected with the sugar interest throughout all 
markets; to decrease the local risks attendant on 
the business, and generally to promote the sugar 
trade of the City of New-York, increase its amount, 
and augment the facilities with which it may be con- 
ducted.’’ These purposes were set forth in a con- 
stitution of three sections annexed to the report, 
one of which provides that the general manage- 
ment shall be in the hands of 12 Trustees, of whom 
the President, Vice-President, aud Treasurer shall 
be members. The committee also annexed a form 
of act of incorporation under chapter 228 of the 
Laws of 1877, and a complete set of by-laws. The 
latter were not read by consent on account of 
their length. , 
On motion the report was received and the com- 
mittee discharged with thanks. Mr. James A. 
Hewlett then moved its adoption. This brought 
Mr. David M. Turnure, one of the committee, to 
his feet, and in along speech he advocated delay 
until the trade should have time to digest the by- 
laws, and know what they were voting for. He 
moved as an amendment that the by-laws be print- 
ed, that copies be furnished to the trade, and that 
action on them be postponed until a future meet- 
ing. This gave rise to a long discussion, in which 
Mr. Robert Hewitt, Jr., sided with Mr. Turnure, 
and Messrs. Butler, Osgood Welsh, and others, 
including the Chairman, urged immediate action, 
arguing that the by-laws were presented merely 
as a sketch, to be accepted, modified, or rejected, 
as the members of the Exchange might choose 
after organization, and that they were in no way 
binding, in their present shape, on anybody. Messrs. 
Turnure and Hewitt, however, were obstinate, and 
Mr. Butler. to smooth matters over, offered a sub- 
stitute for the origina] motion and amendment, to 
the effect that the report, except the by-laws, be 
adopted, and the gentlemen named in the act of in- 
corporation be requested to organize the Exchange 
at once. Mr. Turnure found fault with this, on the 
ground that the majority of those present were not 
conversant with the law of 1877, and could not, 
therefore, vote intelligently. This prompted Mr. 
Welsh to assert that it was evident that the object 
of Mr. Turnure’s presence at the meeting was to 


secure the indefinite postponement of the project., 


At length the question was put, and Mr. Butler’s 
substitute was carried bya large majority. The 
meeting then adjourned.

PUBLIC CEREMONIES BY KOLTES AND ROBERT 
ANDERSON POSTS. 

Koltes Post, No. 32, Grand Army of the 
Republic, had a public installation of its officers 
for the ensuing year in Germania Assembly Rooms, 
No. 291 Bowery, last evening. <A large crayon por- 
trait of the late Gen. John Koltes was suspended 
above the head of the commander. Flags and the 
national color in the form of shields decorated the 
front of the galleries, and the title of the post was 
emblazoned in gas-jets in front of the orchestra 
loft. Among the most noticeable decorations 
were the remnants of the colors carried by the

THE UNDERTAKERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

The undertakers of this City and Brooklyn 
have a grievance. It appears, however, that many 
of them were not aware of the fact until it was in- 
timated in a circular issued from the office of their 
organ. It was felt, the circular said, ‘that the 
undertakers of New-York and Brooklyn should 
form some kind of a union for purposes of 
co-operation and protection,” and to accom- 
plish that object the undertakers were invited to 
meet last evening in Military Hall, No. 193 Bowery. 
About 50 undertakers were present. Mr. Joseph 


Reed consented to preside. He invited the gentle- 
men who had signed the call to state their griev- 
ances. ‘' Mr. Murphy can tell us all about it, I sup- 
pose,” he added. Mr. Murphy thought it was to 
protect themselves against the livery-stable keep- 
ers. He had ‘‘only been consulted by two or 
three gentlemen.” Another signer of the call, who 
was applied to for the facts m the case, was equally 
vague. Mr. George I. Kendrick was more explicit, 
and through him the real nature of the grievance 
was made known. Many livery-stable keepers and 
sextons who hang out the signs of undertakers are 
not, he said, undertakers in all the name implies. 
They manage, however, to deprive legitimate 
representatives of the the trade of “jobs” by going 
to the wholesale dealers and getting them to as- 
sume charge of funerals which they themselves 
are not able to conduct. ‘They seldom attend 
the funerals,” added Mr. Kendrick, ‘‘and don’t 
even pretend to have the ability to put the remains 
on ice, or to trim acoffin. If we are undertakers 
we are entitled to the cream of the funerals. 
We must not let those fellows take the 
oyster and leave us only the shell.’’ Myr. 

H. Bryan, of Brooklyn, said that “a 
certain amount of protection’? was necessary 
in view of the absorption of the cream of the 
funerals by the rapacious livery-stable keepers and 
sextons. After a long discussion, it was decided 
to organize as ‘‘ The Retail Undertakers’ Protec- 
tive Association of New-York and Brooklyn.” A 
Committee on Constitution and By-laws was ap- 
pointed, and the meeting adjourned until Thurs- 
day, Jan. 20. :

SOLVING THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 


SS 
REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


In their report to the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Special Committee on Railroad Transportation 
express the belief that it is now high time for the 
people to insist that legislation shall be invoked to 
define just what are the relations of railroads to 
the publie. That some solution of the question 
will be reached before long the committee has no 
doubt. The subject, they say, has already, in the 
public "mind, extended far beyond the ques- 
tion of tariffs with local and personal dis- 
criminations, and now embraces the question 
whether the railroads’ shall control the 


legislation of the Nation and dictate what 
share of the profits of production and commerce 
the publie shall receive. The committee do not un- 
derestimate the benefit to the public ot the inven- 
tion and construction of these improved high- 
were. but they believe that these benefits should 
be impartially distributed, and that when capital 
therein has been fairly compensated the rest of the 
advantages should accrue to the public—the nat- 
ural owner of all highways. The committee does 
not believe in the oft-expressed opinion of railroad 
men that the operation of railroads is so complex 
and mysterious that the laws of business, common 
sense, and fair play vannot be applied to their goy- 
ernment, and that only railroad attorneys and ex- 
perts are capable of forming an intelligent opinion 
upon this subject. Neither does the committee be- 
lieve that railroad interests are so privileged that 
the interests of the public in general should be en- 
tirely subordinate thereto. 

With a view to gaining additional light on the 
best means of solving this great railroad problem, 
the committee prepared a series of 14 questions, 
which were forwarded to the most thoughtful and 
intelligent men throughout the country, with the 
request that replies thereto be transmiitted at as 
early a date as possible. Among the series were 
the following: Should railroads treat all shippers 
with equality under like, or substantially like, cir- 
cumstances, and with relative equality where cir- 
cumstances differ? If so, how can the discrimina- 
tions both against individuals and communities 
which prevail at the present time be prevented? Is 
it consistent with the = welfare and the 
rights of citizens to allow railroad managers, 
by giving low rates to some shippers and refusing 
them to others on the ground of development of 
business in certain localities, to decide what per- 
sons and places shall be thus developed? Is it not 
right and necessary that railroad companies should 
be supervised and regulated in the interest of 
the public, just as banks and insurance companies 
are?’ Should a legal limit be placed upon the 
charges of railroad. corporations? Is the uncon- 
trolled power of large railroad corporations and 
their subsequent violations of public rights, as de- 
veloped in late railroad investigations, responsible 
in any degree for the growing spirit of Communism 
andthe antagonism of labor and capital in this 
country ? Other topics embraced in the list touch 
upon the English system of regulation by railroaa 
Commissioners, charges for long and short dis- 
tances, the new railroad theory upon which charges 
for transportation are based, freight and passenger 
charges, and the practice of the companies or their 
managers in contributing large sums to control 
elections. The 100 replies thus far received by the 
committee are unanimously in favor of correcting 
railroad abuses by legislation. 

The.committee summarizes the provisions of the 
Reagan and Adams bills, now before Congress, to 
which the special attention of the Chamber is 
called. As a measure in the interest of the railway 
companies, and incidentally to do away with un- 
just discriminations, the Adams bill, the committee 
say, May be a success; but asa measure to secure 
the public reasonable as well as uniform rates for 
transportation, it must, in the committee’s opinion, 
prove a failure. Rebates, which are recognized by 
the Adams bill, but which are prohibited by the 
Reagan bill, while they may sometimes be found 
convenient to railroad companies, are not, the 
committee believes, consistent with the public in- 
terest. As illustrating the extent to which the sys- 
tem of rebates may be carried when everything is 
left to the discretion of railroad managers, the 
committee point to the payment to the Standard 
Oil Company, by the four trunk lines, of $10,151,000 
within the period of 18 months. 

In concluding their report, the committee submit 
resolutions urging the control and regulation of 
railroads by positive laws defining public rights, 
and by a supervision by an executive power to see 
that these laws are executed; indorsing the Rea- 
gan bill as the one best calculated to protect public 
interests, and suggesting the passage of a bill pro- 
i fora National Board of. Railroad Commis- 
sioners.
